Bteber has voluntarily removed himself 
from office by requesting a leave of ab- 
sence following his indictment last week 
by a federal grand jury. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


granted the leave of absence with pay 
yesterday "until such time as there has 
been a final determination of the pending 
litigation." 


Bieber is planning to plead innocent 


Friday to all of the 15 charges against 


him, according to his attorney, David 
Schippers, "Our current plans are to go 
right straight through with a full-blown 
trial," Schippers said. "He has cate- 
gorically denied that he has done any- 
thing wrong." 


The building director's request follow- 


ed a telephone call from village board 
members Monday night. During a closed- 
door meeting on the indictments, the 
'board members phoned Bieber to ask if 
he would voluntarily remove himself 
from office, at least temporarily.

Snowplow crews, replenished with 


• new supply of road salt, worked 
•round the clock yesterday as anoth- 
er major snowfall blanketed the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Four to five inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up. When each 
snow-removing cycle was completed 
another began. 


Another one to two inches of snow 


was predicted for the early hours to- 
day by the National Weather Service, 
which said the bulk of the storm 
would probably end some time today. 


SEVERAL AREA public works de- 


partments reported during the early 
hours of the latest storm that they 
were simply "staying even" with it. 
Some went out a* early as 11 p.m. 
Tuesday night and plowed the streets 
three times as the snow continued to 
fall. 


Most of the activity was confined 


to major roads and intersections and 
secondary streets. In most cases, the 
early work of the plow and salt 
crewiftlll faded to prevent a traffic 
snarl during the morning nub hour. 
Some crews used salt sparingly so u 
not to run out. 


"Traffic was pretty well tied up all 


over this morning," said Cook Coun- 
ty Highway Department Assistant 
Supt. Glenn Frederichs. "The roads 


were slippery, there's no question 
about it." The 22 county trucks be- 
gan plowing the streets at 3 a.m., ac- 
cording to Frederichs. Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread. 


In some instances, parked cars 


presented a problem to snow plowing 
equipment, according to Gene Will- 
roth, Arlington Heights Public Works 
director. He added Arlington Heights 
Police were enforcing the snow park- 
ing ban. 


THE SNOWFALL caused Hoffman 


Estates Public Works Supt. John 
Hossack to "borrow" several men 
from the village's water department 
and maintenance shop to man the 
trucks in relief of regular crew mem- 
bers. 


Schaumburg Township's highway 


department had a predicament of 
their own, but got.help from an out- 
side source. They are contracting the 
plowing of their 25 miles of roads be- 
cause the. new truck they have on or- 
der has not been delivered; 


"Right now I'm contracting the 


plowing," said David I. Erickson, 
township highway commissioner. 
"Our salt supply is holding out very 
well since I don't have a truck to 
spread it." Erickson expects the 
equipment to arrive soon.

THE TEXTBOOK survey was con- 


ducted to substantiate the committee's 
claim that material's being used in the 
district ire sexist. The committee has re- 
quested that the district make its own 
formal survey. 


"This was an effort by parents who felt 


a need to explore discrimination in the 


schools," said Sandy Burrows, 2823 N. 
Dryden PI. "We did it because we're all 
most interested in the education of our 
children." 


The committee defines sexism as "so- 


cial factors, pressures placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations that define people according 
to their sex." 


The committee feels that all nine mate- 


rials reviewed in the survey are written 


in such a manner that they reinforce 
such sex stereotypes. 


The materials were judged individually 


and jointly by members of the committee 
to formulate group conclusions. All were 
evaluated with a uniform set of guide- 
lines, intended to identify roles of char- 
acters in stories and illustrations.

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Activate Guardsmen for truck strike

Gov. Daniel Walker Wednesday an- 


nounced activation of 1,200 National 
Guardsmen to deal with the independent 
truck drivers' strike. 


Walker said the step became necessary 


because of "reports of violent incidents, 
including the actual firing of shots, and 
the adverse weather conditions in North- 
ern Illinois, which have created safety 
hazards for motorists on all roads." 


However, Walker said, "I do want to 


stress that there is no emergency in this 
state. There is no need for people to run 
to stores and engage in panic buying." 


"Trucks are rolling," the governor 


said. "Supplies are coming into the cities 
and towns. Fuel trucks are moving. Our 
checks have shown that more 'cargo 
would move, but that some drivers will 
not drive because of the threats and the 
reports of violence." 


Walker said the guardsmen will take 


part in increased road patrols, primarily 
on interstate highways; work with state 
police now guarding 78 truck stops 
throughout the state; and, "in emergen- 
cy situations," provide escort patrols for 
truck convoys. 


The guardsmen will be unarmed and 


have 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters, 
Walker said, with many on duty by 10 
p.m. Wednesday night and the others at 
their posts by 8 a.m. Thursday.

33rd Infantry Brigade and 33rd M. P. 
Battalion, Chicago; Headquarters and 
Headquarters Co., 2nd Btn. 129th In- 
fantry, Joliet. Other units called are 
from Bloomington, Urbana, Mattoon and 
Effingham, Rock Falls and Rockford, 
Carbondale and Springfield. 


The governor's action came as vicious- 


ness escalated yesterday in the seven- 
day truck stoppage. A bridge dynamiting 
in Pennsylvania, shootings and violent 
intimidation followed the murder Tues- 
day of a driver as he wheeled his rig 
through Delaware. 


The militant drivers said their strike

In Washington, negotiators for the 


striking drivers sent the White House a 
revised list of demands Wednesday with 
word that the trucks could roll again if 
all their proposals for financial relief are 
granted. 


The walkout, coupled with unwilling- 


ness of other drivers to risk their lives 
running turnpike gauntlets of snipers' 
b u l l e t s , bottles and' rocks, further 
pinched off food supplies to many areas, 
Factories were forced to lay off thou- 


sands of workers for lack of parts or raw 
materials. 


The American Meat Institute reported 


in Chicago that if the truckers' strike 
was not setteled by the weekend, nearly 
all of the nation's meat packers and pro- 
cessors would have to shut down. As of 
Wednesday, 21 processing plants were 
closed and 10,000 workers laid off. 


Unemployment continued to grow as a * 


result of the strike. The Illinois Com- 
merce Commission estimated the num- 
ber of unemployed due to the walkout 
could reach 500,000 in the state by the 
end of next week. 


More gas production eyed

Energy Administrator William E. Simon 
said Wednesday he will decide within the 
next two days whether to order the na- 
tion's refineries to start, producing more 
gasoline and less home heating oil as a 
hedge against rationing. 


But Simon told Congress that if he be- 


came convinced motor fuel rationing was 
called for, he would order it into effect 
even in the absence of legislative author- 
ity to do so. 


Simon said he is considering three op- 


tions: ordering all refineries to switch 
immediately to more gasoline produc- 
tion; setting some later date for such a 
switch; or laying down a plan for a re- 
finery-by-refinery changeover. 


Federal Energy Office sources had 


said earlier that Simon planned to urge 
on Thursday an immediate switch in pri- 
ority from heating oil to gasoline, and 
was considering a formula that would al- 
low producers increased profits on gaso- 
line while lowering heating fuel prices. 


In other developments Wednesday: 
• In New York, state Attorney General 


Louis J, Lefkowitz charged that four of 
the world's leading oil companies con- 
spired for more than a year to contrive a 
shortage of home heating oil in an effort 
to raise prices artificially and reap wind- 
fall profits during the Arab oil embargo.

Government: let's phase out Phases

The government's long experiment 


with wage and price controls may soon 
be at an end. 


The administration, conceding that the 


results of its 2% years of controls were 
mixed at best, recommended to Congress 
Wednesday that all controls — except 
those in the petroleum and health in- 
dustries — be ended April 30. 


That's the date the present wage-price 


control law is scheduled to expire. In 
asking that the law be allowed to die qui- 
etly, Treasury Secretary George Shultz 
spoke for the administration in saying it 
didn't even want standby control of other 
industries because there might be a ten- 
dency to raise prices in anticipation of 


possible future control action. 


Shultz, testifying before a Senate bank- 


ing subcommittee, said he might ask 
Congress to approve controls on "anoth- 
er industry or two as time goes on" if 
they don't cooperate in trying to hold 
down inflation. 


Shultz was joined by Cost of Living 


Council Director John T. Dunlop in say- 
ing success of controsl was mixed, and 
that there had been few victories against 
inflation. The food industry was a total 
loss, with retail prices rising last year by 
15 per cent despite controls. 


Similarly, prices in the petroleum in- 


dustry have spiraled despite controls, 
with several major oil companies an- 
nouncing gasoline price increases of up

Nixon again balks at giving up tapes

President Nixon told a federal judge 


Wednesday he would refuse to grant the 
Senate Watergate committee's request 
for five White House tapes because it 
might jeopardize the national interest 
and forthcoming criminal trials. 


Earlier Wednesday, Watergate special 


prosecutor Leon Jaworski advised U.S. 
District Judge Gesell tie had no position 
on whether the five tapes sought by Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin's committee would have 


any effect on criminal trials in the Wa- 
tergate scandal if 'they are made public. 


Gesell solicited opinions from Jaworski 


and the White House before he decides 
whether to enforce the Ervin com- 
mittee's subpoena for the tapes. If he or- 
ders the Senate subpoena enforced, the 
White House was expected to fight the 
issue through the courts. 


In other Watergate developments: 
• The House Wednesday voted over- 


whelmingly to grant its Judiciary Com- 


mittee historical and unqualified power 
to issue subpoenas — even to President 
Mxon — in its impeachment inquiry. 


• Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn., 


a member of the Senate committee, 
asked Nixon whether he informed law 
enforcement officials last March when he 
allegedly learned from former White 
House counsel John Dean about the Wa- 
tergate cover-up. Not to do so, Weicker 
said, would be a felony.

advanced in both the House and Senate 
Wednesday. 


The Senate Labor Committee and a 


House labor subcommittee both approved 
versions of the increase, with the Senate 
version calling for a later increase to 
$2.20 an hour and the House version to 
$2.30. 


If either version makes it out of Con- 


gress, it will face rough going in the 
White House. President Nixon vetoed a 
similar measure last September, holding' 
out for an increase to a lower minimum. 


Troops rebel in Jordan; 
demand military cabinet

Wednesday rebelling Jordanian army 
troops had surrounded key buildings on 
Amman's outskirts to press demands Jor 
the removal of Premier Seid Rifai and 
the appointment of a military cabinet. 


A report carried by the guerrilla news 


agency WAFA said the 40th armored bri- 
gade, which started the rebellion, had be- 
sieged the Amman radio station, an oil 
refinery north of the capital, one of King 
Hussein's palaces and the army staff 
headquarters. 


The agency, which is opposed to King 


Hussein's regime, said the mutineers had 
gained in number and now amount to 
two divisions. 


The king returned to Jordan from Lon- 


don Tuesday after canceling a visit, to 
the United States. 


The rebellion is led by Maj. Gen 


Khaled El-Hajhouj El-Majali, who was 
commander of the 40th Brigade when it 
fought alongside Syrian troops during the 
October war aaginst Israel, the agency 
said. 


The rebels were demanding the remov- 


al of the cabinet and the appointment of 
a military administration, the removal of 
chief of staff Maj. Gen. Zeid Ben Shaker 
and pay raises for officers and soldiers, 
the agency said. 


A royal decree broadcast by Amman 


radio said the salaries of all army offi- 
cers and men were being raised by It) 
per cent. 


The agency said the rebels gave King 


Hussein four days to meet their demands 
and threatened to use force if measures 
were taken against any of them.' 


Japan's embassy in Kuwait 
seized by Arab terrorists

Nine pro-Aral) guerrillas seized the 


Japanese embassy in the Arab nation of 
Kuwait Wednesday, threatening to kill 16 
hostages unless Japan sent a plane to 
.rescue four other guerrillas stranded on 
a hijacked ferryboat in Singapore. 


Japan quickly agreed to the plan, but 


Kuwait refused to cooperate, saying it 
wanted "to avoid developments that 
could arise from such a landing."

The guerrillas on the ferryboat include 


two Arabs and two Japanese who last 
week launched an abortive attack on a 
Shell oil refinery, and have since 
patiently waited on their commandeered 
craft. 


The terrorists who seized the embassy 


described the four as "heroes," saying 
they wanted all four brought to Kuwait, 
along with their weapons and four hos- 
tages they took on the 'boat. 


A Japanese foreign ministry spokes- 


man said it was going ahead with send- 
ing the plane, which was to arrive in 
Singapore this morning.

A new word Is being heard more 


frequently around schools these days, 
and although it hasn't yet joined "rele- 
vance" and "accountability" on the list 
of necessary jargon words for all educa- 
tors, it looks like it may soon. 


The word is "sexism." that curious 


cross between sex and racism developed 
by the feminist movement to describe 
sex discrimination and stereotyping, par- 
ticularly involving women. 


Here are some samples of some of the 


tilings going on in local schools in the 
area of sexism: 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 has 


been asked by a group of parents to 
adopt policies against sexism in its 
schools. Among other things, the district 
is being asked to buy textbooks that do 
not stereotype either boys or girls and to 
ensure that the curriculum gives stu- 
dents a picture of non-traditional jobs 
open to men and women. 


• A meeting on "affirmative action 


programs," a euphemism for programs 
requiring hiring of women and minority 
group members for jobs not traditionally 
available to them, was held at Harper 
College this week. After hearing from ex- 
perts on civil rights and on women's hir- 
ing, members of the Harper clerical staff 
and other women present seemed mighty 
concerned about the problems of sex dis- 
crimination at the college. 


One woman stood up and said. "The 


administrators refer to people in the of- 
fices as 'the girls.' No girl is ever going 
to be able to fill a woman's job — I think 
we should tell the administration never 
to use that word again." 


• Cook County School Supt. Richard 


Mat'tvvick. a Democratic office-holder al- 
ways quick to jump on the nearest band- 
wagon (he's vocally against student 
smoking and turning down classroom 
thermostats) has put out a study docu- 
menting the fact that there are very few 
women administrators in Cook County 
school districts. Shortly after that report 
was issued he hired, with great fanfare, 
several women for his own staff. 


These three examples are probably 


just straws in the wind. And they are 
surety signs that the "women's liber- 
ation" movement, which most of whose 
members now call feminism or simply 
the women's movement, has come a long 
way from the days when a bunch of radi- 
cals were burning bras. 


ON SOME LEVELS, of course, the cru- 


sade against sexism and sexual ster- 
eotypes is going to mean that educators 
are going to once again be told to elimi- 
nate a problem that is not of their mak- 
ing. School officials can very rightly say 
that the reason school books, for ex- 
ample, only show women as mothers or 
secretaries is because those roles have 
been assigned to women by our society. 
The schools didn't assign women those 
roles. 


However, before the debate gets really 


heated (and I expect that it will heat up 
eventually), maybe we should take a 
look at some of the very real prlblems 
with "sexism" that do exist in the 
schools. 


Hem: 
How many elementary school 


teachers (mostly women) still cope with 
a troublesome, weeping boy by telling 
him "boys don't cry?" 


Item: How many school administrators 


(mostly male) still believe, even if they 
don't say it, that women teachers are not 
as professional as men teachers? "(I 
know for a fact there is at least one, 
whom f will mercifully not name. He told 
me that "Women teachers don't really

care about their jobs the way men do. 
All they want to do is get out of the 
school early to go home and fix dinner 
for their husbands.") 


Item: How many members of ele- 


mentary school district boards of educa- 
tion still believe they are justified in pay- 
ing less to their teachers than the high 
school districts pay because "most of our 
teachers are women." 


The first item on this list is a matter of 


the socialization of the teachers in- 
volved. And that socialization took place 
long before the person became a teacher. 
Psychologists can tell us that it's not 
healthy to suppress little boys' tears, but 
few of us believe it yet. 


The other items, involving as they do 


the status of women in education, also 
involve socialization because, as State 
Rep. Eugenia Chapman, D-Arington 
Heights, said the other day, "We've been 
treating women like children too long." 


There are, clearly, no easy ways to 


eliminate all "sexism" from the schools 
or society. 


But school officials and parents are go- 


ing to have to start thinking about the 
problem. After all, those who are fight- 
ing sexism make the point that our chil- 
dren don't have to grow up with the 
same rigid ideas about how 'boys and 
girls should act that we have. And 
they're probably right.

Inner tubes have left the trucks and 


taken to the snow at Fleetwing Farm 
Tubing Hill, 2700 W. Central Rd., Pala- 
tine. 


The 27-acre farm offers a different 


kind of winter sport, sliding down.a 50- 
foot drop to a 400-foot sloping .hill on a 
large, truck size inner tube. Les Bright, 
owner of the farm, provides 50 tubes for 
weekday evening and all-day weekend 
use, and an electrically operated "rope 
pull" up the slope.' 


Tubing is not reoomm'ended for chil- 


dren five years or younger. All others 
can take to the slope for $1 after 6:30 
p.m.

The inner tubes are equipped with rub- 


They can't be 
steered, but they are safer than sleds, 
saucers or toboggans because they are 
heavier and softer, Bright said. 


Like a ski slope, the tubing hill has 


sections graded by level of challenge. 
The far right side, facing down from the 
peak, is the easiest, most gentle slope, 
said Bright. The far left is more tricky, 


; with a bump to navigate. The center 


path has a large mound, and is the favor- 
ite of tube hill patrons, he added.

Of the women mentioned or pictured 


in the fifth-grade social studies text "You 
and the United States," the report says 
"Children learn that Mrs. John Adams 
hung her laundry in the East Room of 
the White House, 90 women came to 
Jamestown so that men without families 
could have wives, Harriet Beecher Stowe 
wrote "Uncle Tom's Cabin," Clara Bar- 
ton founded the American Red Cross and 
Queen Isabella helped Christopher Co- 
lumbus gets ships to come to the new 
world." 


The committee also feels the textbooks 


and materials studied "not only reinforce 
sexism, but also limit girls' aspirations, 
lower self-esteem and stifle creativity." 


"From the simple text of the beginning 


reader to the sixth-grade math and sci- 
ence text, the activities of textbook boys 
and girls exemplify their personality 
traits," according to the report. 


"The girls, being passive, indecisive 


individuals, are seen standing or sitting 
still, watching boys build, create or play 
games ... boy protagonists virtually mo- 


nopolize traits like intelligence, creativ- 
ity, 
bravery, 
perseverance and in- 


dustry." 


THE. REPORT stresses/that results of 


the survey indicate the adults whom chil- 
dren see in their textbooks are as sex 
stereotyped as the children. 


"Women are seen either in the house, 


or in jobs traditionally acceptable for 
women — teacher, nurse, secretary, li- 
brarian or cook. Marriage and mother- 
hood are goals of the textbook female yet 
when she reaches these goals, she still 
possesses the textbook female person- 
a 1 i t y traits of passivity 
and in- 


competence. 


A count of the number of occupations 


of women in the materials studied re- 
vealed female workers in 20 professions. 
Men are portrayed in 102 different jobs. 


"Textbooks are not mirrors of reality," 


concludes the report. "They do not deal 
with the career choices children will be 
making Distortions of reality and rigid 


, sex role stereotypes are very harmful 


and when they are presented to children 
at their most vulnerable and malleable 
stages of development, they can stifle the 
personality." 


All materials reviewed by the com- 


mittee are used in many other area 
school districts besides Dist. 21. The 
committee has emphasized that Dist. 21 
has been singled out for criticism only 
because their children are in local 
schools.

son has fatty deposits In the arteries to 
the brain, causing poor circulation, he 
may develop mental changes, or in slang 
terms may even be crazy because his 
brain is not functioning light Another 
person can have the same disease in the 
arteries to his heart and have a heart 
attack. Now it s pretty obvious that you 
wouldn't ridicule the person who has a 
heart attack. So, why In the world would 
you ridicule a person with the same dis-

To the best of my knowledge there is 


no form of illness that is benefited by 
ndicule Sometimes you can overdo the 
sympathy and helpfulness in a person 
who may enjoy illness or need it for psy- 
chological gains. 


I'm not very fond of labels. They are 


often misleading or even harmful A 
proper way of referring to a mental dis- 
order is to call it just that, a mental ill- 
ness, a psychological problem, or if it Is 
more clearly described as a depression, 
call it a depression 


MY REACTION to labels is related to 


the point that the name caller is usually 
poorly informed and often has prej- 
udicial attitudes The person being called 
the name, for example crazy, can be up- 
set because he has not yet accepted a 
mental disorder as just another illness. 


Yes, 
many mental problems can be 


cured Others can be greatly benefited, 
and some are difficult to do anything 
about It depends entirely on what the 
problem is 
A situational maladjust- 


ment refers to psychological problems 
that are brought about because of certain 
situations Let's say a man loses his fam- 
ily in a car accident and develops a 
drinking problem to cope with his grief. 
That is situational, and with help and 
time his problem can usually be resolved 
so that he is a normally functioning, hap- 
py person again If a person has poor 
circulation to the brain, and other 
changes associated with aging, his per- 
sonality and functioning can sometimes 
be markedly improved by various medi- 
cines The underlying problem often 
can't be cured but his condition can be 
improved 


Yes, prayer does help some people who 


are religious It gives them confidence 
and security which often helps relieve 
anxiety Time, good friends, and a loving 
family also help in many instances.

Bieber admits to taking a ham -r but that's all 


William Bieber, Wheeling director of 


building and zoning, admitted before a 
federal grand jury that he once accepted 
a ham as, a gift from a developer but 
repeatedly denied any involvement in al- 
leged shakedowns, according to excerpts 
from his testimony. 


Bieber was indicted last week on feder- 


al charges of extortion, conspiracy, filing 
a false income tax return and perjury. 


Also indicted by the federal grand jury 


were James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township Democratic 
committeeman 


and a behind-the-scenes influence in vil- 
lage government; Michael Valenza, for- 
mer Wheeling trustee and current head 
of the village environmental commis- 
sion; and William Hart, another ex- 
trustee. 
: Also named in one of the six in- 
dictments returned by the grand jury 
were Nicholas Phillips, a Stavros cousin 
and employe of the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals; and Ira Colitz, a coun- 
ty zoning board member. 
. Excerpts from transcripts of Bieber's 
testimony before the special grand jury 
Aug. 9, 1973 and Dec. 6,1973, show that 
he was questioned repeatedly about al- 
leged payments to him by developers 
and about subcontractors he allegedly

The plates, which carry the inter- 


national handicapped accessibility 
'symbol and the numbers in the driv- 
er's address, are intended as a "se- 
curity blanket" for disabled drivers, 
said Pete Smith of Hoffman Estates. 


"This makes it very easy for law 


enforcement

handicapped drivers and offer help if 
necessary," explained Smith, who 
has served as an aide to Gov. Daniel 
Walker's Committee on the Employ- 
ment of the Handicapped. 


Illinois is the third state in the na- 


tion, joining Kentucky and Maryland, 
to make 'these plates available, he 
said. 


"The idea behind this, and other 


ideas for the handicapped now being 
promoted nationwide, is to get the 
disabled person out of his house and 
into the community," Smith contin- 
ued. 


He noted Illinois legislation now re- 


quires rest and parking areas 
equipped for persons confined to 
wheelchairs. 


He also noted many municipalities 


are passing local ordinances speci- 
fying special parking areas be pro- 
vided in shopping centers and other 
areas used by disabled persons.

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Oil line leaks called 
factor in gas shortage

NEW YORK — For years the Ameri- 


can petroleum industry has been wasting 
oO and fu by the millions of barrels 
through pipeline and tank leaks, and it's 
time to stop It, says Dan Myers. 


Myers runs a company in Maspeth, 


N.Y., called Leak X USA, Inc., which 
markets and Installs a Canadian devel- 
oped system to monitor oil pipelines and 
tanks for leaks. 


He says the full scope of the problem is 


not known, but he believes oil Itfs 
through pipeline leakage alone is 36 mil- 
lion barrels a year and waste in gasoline 
and diesel fuel from seepage from old 
filling station tanks may be more. On top 
of that comes leakage from natural gas 
pipelines, and there are many more 
miles of gas pipelines than oil pipelines. 


IN THE PAST, the oil and gas industry 


in the United States has shown little in-

terest in pipe line losses by small leaks, 
My«rs said, although the companies 
were quick to make repairs when rup- 
tures caused big leaks. Oil and gas were 
too cheap for many years for the com- 
panies to worry about small leaks. 


Filling station proprietors felt the 


same way, he said. Even though they 
knew — from the shrinkage between the 
amount of gasoline and diesel fuel they 
bought and that they sold — that there 
was a leak, they didn't do anything about 
it unless municipal authorities cracked 
down on them for polluting the soil or a 
nearby stream. 


In Europe, Myers said, oil and gas cost 


a lot more and the companies had to be 
concerned about leaks. Also in European 
urban areas, population is denser and 
public authorities became concerned 
much earlier about pollution. So Eu- 
ropeans developed early warning sys- 
tems tor pipeline or tank leaks, and 
some were adopted in the United States. 
However, their use still was only for dis- 
aster prevention. Chronic leakage still 
was accepted in this country as a normal 
cost of doing business. 


BUT WITHIN the past three years, 


Myers said, everybody has become con- 
cerned. This is partly because of fear of 
pollution but more because of oil short- 
ages and rapid rise in price. 


The heart of the Leak X system, which 


Myers said has been replacing older 
monitoring systems in Europe, is a two- 
conductor electric cable whose indulation 
is quickly dissolved by oil or gas. It runs 
parallel to a pipeline and when a leak 
develops, the resulting oil or gas in the 
soil eats away the insulation. 


This causes a disturbance resembling 


a short circuit, which signals monitoring 
instruments that pinpoint thetocation of 
the leak. A variation of the system can 
be used to detect leaks in burled fuel 
tanks. 


THE BURIED tank leakage, particu- 


larly filling station leaks, presents more 
serious economic problems than pipeline 
leaks, Myers said. 


"Most gas station tanks appear to leak 


sooner or later," he said. "The steel 
tanks corrode and become porous. Fi- 
berglass tanks sometimes crack and then 
leak. To correct bad leaks in gas station 
tanks, you have to shut down the station 
and dig up the tanks. This may well put 
the operator out of business. A system 
that can detect leaks early while minor 
repairs are still feasible should create 
great savings."

Commonwealth Edison Co. reported 


earnings of $3,16 a common share in 
1973, three cents more than in 1972. 
Earnings in the year's final quarter 
dropped to 80 cents from 81 cents in the 
last three months of 1972. Thomas G. 
Ayers, Edison chairman and president, 
said revenues moved up from $1.14 bil- 
lion to $1.27 billion. The increase was 
largely offset by higher operating and 
maintenance expenses, fuel costs and 
taxes, he said. 


Net income in 1973 was $184,437,000 


compared with $173,684,000 in 1972, but 
increased preferred dividends and a 
greater number of shares limited the 
gain in earnings per common share to 
less than 1 per cent. Net income in the 
last three months of 1973 was $47,150,000 
compared with $45,109,000. Earnings per 
common share dropped 1 cent. 


Kilowatt-hour sales to the electric com- 


pany's 2.7 million consumers <n 1973 in- 
creased 8.4 per cent over 1972. 


"Present indications are that our kilo- 


watt-hour sales this winter are about 4% 
per cent under anticipated levels even af- 
ter allowing for the mild winter weath- 
er," Ayers said. "The drop reflects the 
combined effects of general conservation 
efforts, some industrial slowdown, part- 
time voltage reductions, daylight saving 
time and substantially reduced outdoor 
lighting during the recent holidays."

Homeowners are biding their time un- 


til spring arrives. Then the big switch 
from oil heat to natural gas heat will get 
under way, predicts Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. 


But before you decide you'd rather 


switch than fight the rising cost of fuel 
oil, consider the added cost of con- 
version. 


First, the tab for necessary replace- 


ment and addition of heating system 
equipment could run as low as $100, per- 
haps as high as several thousand dollars. 
Extra ductwork may be needed in an 
older home to boost the efficiency of the 
heating system. Walls and flooring may 
be torn up in the process, adding to your 
bill. Estimates from two or three con- 
tractors should give you a good idea of 
the expected total cost. 


Second, consider the average monthly 


bill you'll pay for the new service. North- 
ern Illinois Gas estimates monthly bills 
at $17 to $20 The utility is seeking a rate 
increase from the Illinois Commerce 
Commission which would add another 
$2.50 to the bill. 


EDISON'S ELECTRIC heating bills 


are somewhat higher. Edison does not 
have an exact estimate of the difference. 
Fuel oil costs he between natural gas 
and electric heating costs. A discussion 
of your heating capacity needs with rep- 
resentatives of the utilities should yield 
more specific comparisons.

"We <tMnk it's because in this division, 
t h e r e are more established, older 
homes," said a company spokesman 
"It's much higher in this area than in 
most other areas." 


NI-Gas expects a jump in conversions 


to natural gas in the spring. "We're get- 
ting many calls inquiring about con- 
verting, but they don't want to shut down 
their house during the winter. They're 
waiting til spring," the spokesman said. 


Edison spokesman Clem Stava said the 


utility is receiving a number of inquiries 
about conversion from heating oil and 
natural gas to electric space heating. 
There is no significant increase in the 
actual number of conversions, however. 
In 1973, 469 conversions to electric heat 
were reported. Stava said economies can 
be gained through the installation of ade- 
quate insulation, weatherstrippmg and 
other heat conservation measures. 


FOR A TYPICAL l,500-to-2,000-square- 


foot house, the conversion to electric 
heat could cost $800 to $1,000, the com- 
pany estimates. 


Conversions for the entire company 


reached 6,164, during 1973 versus 6,981 
conversions in 1972. This represents 
more than a 10 per cent decrease NI- 
Gas has 209,000 customers in the north- 
ern division, and 1.2 million customers 
overall. 


Customers are already saving about 6 


per cent on their heating bills due to con- 
servation efforts and the warmer weath- 
er, the company reports. 


Wayne Parthun of the Oil Heat Mar- 


keters Assn. in Chicago said the number 
of conversions from heating oil to natural 
gas has increased this winter as short- 


ages and rising prices took hold. But 
Parthun counsels that people in a hurry 
to- make a change should consider the 
outlook for natural gas prices in the next 
five years The cost for synthetic natural 
gas, especially imported supplies, will 
multiply, he said. 


No information was available from NI- 


Gas on the added costs of production at 
its new supplemental natural gas plant 
slated to begin operations in the fall in 
Grundy County. NI-Gas is in "good 
shape" for this winter's supply of natural 
gas reserves However, the outlook for 
the coming winter is still cautious. 


NI-Gas reports 1973 
earnings up slightly 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. announced 


that 1973 net income was $40.9 million 
compared to the $40 8 million recorded in 
1972. Although earnings were higher in 
1973, earnings per average share dipped 
to $2.82 due to a sale of common shares 
during 1973. The earnings per share for 
1972 were $2.92 a share. Very mild 
weather and the supply shortage were 
the major reasons for the lack of growth 
in net income according to C. J. Gau- 
thier, NI-Gas' chairman and president. 


The company spent more than $100 


million for utility construction; almost 
one-half was for a supplemental natural 
gas facility to be completed in 1974. NI- 
Gas also invested $18 million in 1973 in 
an offshore Texas gas exploration proj- 
ect.

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Nixon fiscal policies to further pollute Lake Michigan 


by LEA TONKIN 


Lack of sewage treatment funds will 


allow the dumping of wastes into Lake 
Michigan to continue. This week's budget 
proposal by President Nixon underscores 
his January announcement that the fed- 
eral Environmental Protection Agency 
should spend only $4 billion of the $7 bil- 
lion authorized by Congress for the con- 
struction o( municipal waste treatment 


"Competing domestic priorities" ac- 


count for the impoundment of the clean- 
up funds, according to the President. 
Meanwhile, defense spending is among 
the items which rank high priority in his 
budget proposal. 


Among the environmentalists calling 


on the public to get involved in this issue 
is Mrs. Lee Bolts, executive secretary of 
Chicago's Lake Michigan Federation. 
"Lack of sewage treatment will still 
damage the lake directly next summer 
at Milwaukee, Racine, Kenosha, along 
the Illinois North Shore, Whiting, Ham- 
mond and elsewhere," she said. 


"Citizen pressure Is still the way to 


save Lake Michigan, and the place to 
bring pressure is Congress. Congress 
passed the water bill in 1972 and appro- 
priated the funds for sewage treatment. 
Congress could override the presidential 
impoundment," she said. 


Excess amounts of phosphorus in the 


lake are a problem, and the most critical 
contributor is effluent from sewage 
treatment plants. The U S. already lags 
behind Canada in working to meet 1975 
and 1977 goals for cleanup of the Great 
Lakes system. The impoundment of con- 
struction funds will prevent the U.S. 
from achieving its goals. 


'King CoaV to gain? 


King Coal will be a gainer in the Nixon 


budget. As Illinois Gov. Dan Walker 
works toward the establishment of a 
clean-burning coal research center in the 
state, new funding could bring benefits 
close to home. Beginning July 1, the 
president proposed a $416 million com- 
mitment to coal projects. 


One disappointment is the heavy em- 


phasis placed on nuclear fusion energy, 
in comparison to coal, with $893 million 
proposed for the projects. Energy con- 
servation, sulphur removal, solar energy

and geothermal energy would gain added 
funds in the Nixon budget. 


Expand nuclear power? 


Coming up: specific legislative propos- 


als from the Nixon administration to 
speed up the construction of new nuclear 
plants is in the works The 10-year gap 
between proposals and the finished nu- 
clear plant could be shortened by several 
months, perhaps by as much as four 
years. 


The AEC is already moving to acceler- 


ate the nuclear plant licensing process. 
The steps being taken could make it pos- 
sible for work to begin 9 to 15 months 
sooner than is now permitted. Environ- 
mental impact studies could be shorten- 
ed from 12 months to six months. Once a 
hearing board has announced a favorable 
environmental findings, the AEC's direc- 
tor of regulation could issue a limited 
work authorization. 


The changes in procedure will affect 


future licensing of nuclear plants in Illi- 
nois, which can already claim more than 
one fifth the national total of operable 
nuclear plant capacity Of the more than 
21 million kilowatts of nuclear power ca- 
pacity in the U S , 4 5 million are ac- 
counted for by the Commonwealth Edi-

Energy crisis healthy? 


A healthier environment could be one 


plus to come out of the energy crisis, 
contends Dr. Harry Mushlin, vice presi- 
dent for corporate medical affairs at 
John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
"Lowering the thermostat to a tempera- 
ture of 65 to 68 degrees is probably a 
healthier atmosphere in which to live 
than the 70 to 72 degrees we're used to," 
he says. 


"It will take some time to adjust to 


this change, but with proper wearing ap- 
parel there should be no undue dis- 
comfort from a strictly health point of 
view," says the doctor. Europeans and 
many Canadians have worked for many 
years in a temperature of 65 degrees. Be- 
sides, he adds, the gasoline shortages 
could mean fewer social activities where 
we might be exposed to individuals who 
are ill and transmit other illnesses.

Wheeling needs blue-ribbon committee leadership 


The return of federal indictments 
•nnst six persons accused of cor- 
'ing 
Wheeling's 
government 


juld serve notice that this is the 


beginning, not the end. of public 
difficulties for officials of that com- 
munity. 


The indictments returned last 


week are the formal charges which 
emerge from a year-long intensive 
federal investigation of municipal 
practices in Wheeling. The in- 
dictments are a beginning, and in 
no way mean that this matter 
which has been spoken of in the 
village for months has come to its 
appointed end. 


The indictments place six indi- 


viduals on notice that they face 
criminal proceedings and in a larg- 
er sense the indictments place on 
notice the people of Wheeling that 
their community may have been 
taken away from them in devious 
and felonious ways. 


Should the indictments prove va- 


lid and either cause those charged 
to plead guilty or find them guilty 
despite protestations of innocence 
before a federal court.the laws will 
dispose of the malefactors and fed- 
eral involvement in Wheeling's af- 
fairs will end. 


Verdicts of innocence for all or 


some of those indicted remain a 
possibility; the community can 
only await that verdict much the 
same way it waited for indictments 
while the investigation was under 
way. 


But regardless of the direction of 


justice for these six men, the com- 
munity is left gasping and recov- 
ering from the implications inher- 
ent in the indictments. 


Implicit in the charges by the 


U.S. attorney is the following: 


• that Wheeling's political and 


governmental process was usurped 
by men intent on larding their own 
pockets. 


• that extortion, conspiracy and 


perjury is the methodology of gov- 
ernment in select instances in the 
village. 


Naturally, the question now fore- 


most in the minds of all residents 
is what should the community do 
now. 


The mayor and others will want 


to do nothing. They will argue that 
no proof of guilt has been pre- 
sented and that the village should 
not suffer from proceedings still 
unresolved. 


We argue the reverse, that there 


now exists in Wheeling a serious 
v a c u u m of leadership which 
threatens to pull the community 
apart. 


Entering that vacuum will be all 


manner of political forces. Oppos- 
ing political parties, heirs to the 
deposed political royalty, sudden 
political aspirants and others will 
be drawn into a village seriously 
disturbed by the indictments. 


We propose that it is now time 


The 
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for the community itself to respond 
to these charges and to place its 
prominent citizens on a leadership 
committee. 


What could the committee do? 
Although it would have no legal 


powers, the committee should pre- 
pare for a smooth transition from 
the present village administration 
to a new one. Specifically, the com- 
mittee should: 


• determine 
what 
structural 


changes are needed in village gov- 
ernment. A stronger village man- 
ager system, civil service for some 
employes, a professional manage- 
ment and planning system and ob- 
jective standards for zoning come 
to mind immediately. 


• set a code of ethics for village 


officials, 
elected and appointed, 


and create a method for calling for 
income disclosures of elected and 
appointed officials. 


• and, should the indictments 


bring forward proof of corruption 
in the village, seek the resignation 
of the village president, the village 
manager and the chief of police. 
Proof of guilt of crimes of the pro- 
portions of those in the indictments 
could only lead to moral charges of 
incompetence for those three offi- 
cials. 


Who should be on the citizens 


committee? 


Looks like we need a housed caning! 


First, the committee should be 


composed of leaders of the vil- 
lage who have recognized abilities 
in organization and administration. 
There are many such people in 
Wheeling. 


Second, the public should be 


wary 
of quick-forming citizens 


groups or existing political organi- 
zations with vested interests in 
gaining an advantage. No, the 
committee formed should be broad 
in purpose and membership, and, 
in addition to watching village gov- 
ernment closely, should be an ave- 
nue and incentive for qualified 
residents to get involved in local 
politics. 


Names that come to mind for the 


citizens committee include Ken 
Gill, Dist. 21 superintendent; Rob- 
ert Ross, Wheeling Park District 
board president, Thomas Shirley, 
Wheeling High School principal; 
Esther Davis, a village beau- 
tification committee member; and 
Bruce Couston, a law enforcement 
instructor and former policeman 
who was recently turned down for 
a spot on the village police and fire 
commission. 


O t h e r s might be: A. R. 


Mclntyre, village president during 
the 1960s; Ira Bird, a former vil- 
lage trustee; Merl Willis, another 
former trustee; Charles Lively, a 
member of the village's Wheeling 
Relations Commission; David Phil- 
lips, park district superintendent; 
and William Rogers, an environ- 
mental commission member and 
head of a citizens group concerned 
about Pal-Waukee. 


This is a turning point for the 


people of Wheeling. They have al- 
ways given that town its strength 
and cohesion. Now it is time for 
those same people to reaffirm their 
investment in Wheeling's 
future 


with positive citizen action. 


The indictments apart, Wheel- 


ing's politics have always been 
tightly reined by one faction or an- 
other. 


It's time to cut the reins.

Democrats could gain control of Illinois Senate

If the worst predictions of adversity for 


Republican candidates in the 1974 elec- 
tions hold true. Illinois Democrats could 
seize control of the state Senate for the 
first time in 36 years and claim a whop- 
ping majority in the state House of Rep- 
resentatives. 


Not since George W. Maypole was 


elected president of the Senate in 1939 
have the Democrats claimed a majority 
in that house. 


Though they have occasionally gained 


the upper hand in the Mouse, they have 
more commonly been on the snort side of 
narrow Republican majorities — with the 
exception of 1963-66 when the Democrats 


enjoyed a two-to-one edge in the House, a 
lopsided majority which had never been 
experienced in the Illinois House and 
probably never will be again. 


That House was elected in an at-large 


vote, since the General Assembly had 
failed to redistnct itself the previous 
year, and Lyndon Johnson's landslide 
victory over Barry Goldwater carried in 
two Democratic representatives m all 
the state's 59 districts. 


Republican Senate candidates, how- 


ever, running head-and-head with Demo- 
cratic opponents by district, still main- 
tained a comfortable 34-25 majority in 
the Senate 


This year, tinder the new state con- 


stitution, 20 of the 59 incumbent senators 


Richard 


Mugalian 


are up for reelection. Twelve of these 
seats are held by Republicans, and at 


least seven of the GOP incumbents are 
considered in danger of defeat. 


Most vulnerable among them are Sen. 


Edward T Scholl of Chicago, former Chi- 
cago alderman; Sen Stanley B Weaver, 
former mayor of Urbana; and Sen. A C. 
Bartulis, a garage operator from Benld 
in Southern Illinois. 


Scholl unseated Robert J. Bgan in 1972, 


with 56.7 per cent of the vote, but is fac- 
ing a strong comeback bid by Egan. 


Both Weaver and Bartulis were narrow 


winners — Weaver by 518 per cent, Bar. 
tulis by 53.5 per cent — in traditionally 
Republican districts which have steadily 
been creeping toward the Democratic 
column in recent years.

Washington window 


Dean's 1973 testimony Watergate issue once again

WASHINGTON - The unfolding Wa- 


tergate drama this week saw President 
Nixon's chief lawyer, James St. Clair, 
accuse his predecessor in the job of lying 
and publicly scold Special Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski for not agree- 
ing with him. 


It was part of a newly fueled battle 


over a central question in the whole Wa- 
tergate affair — the veracity of John W. 
Dean III, the one man who has pointed 
the finger directly at the President. 


In addition to St. Clair, Jaworski and 


Dean, other players in the drama includ- 
ed Senate Republican leader Hugh Scott 
and Vice President Gerald R. Ford. 


It started with Scott publicly branding 


Dean a perjurer for testifying before the 
Senate Watergate Investigating Com- 
mittee that Nixon probably knew as ear- 
ly as mid-September, 1972 — two months 
before the Presidential elections — about 
White House involvement in the break-in 
of the National Democratic headquar- 
ters.

Nixon has maintained he did not know 


his aides were involved until Dean in- 
formed him of it March 21, 1973, and 
Scott said he had seen tapes and other 
documents supporting the President's 
version and proving Dean a liar. 


Ford said virtually the same thing but 


added that he had not personally seen 
the evidence. He first said he was too 
busy to see it. Subsequently, he said it 
would not be proper for him to look at it 


because, as Vice President, he "could In- 
terpret that information to my own per- 
sonal good,and to harm the President." 


All this prompted Jaworski's office, 


which is planning to use Dean's testi- 
mony in the prosecution of others in- 
volved in the Watergate affair, to declare 
it had no evidence of Dean lying under 
oath. 


Scott later implied he had seen infor- 


mation about Nixon's conversations with 
Dean that Jaworski tod not. "I would 
hope that he would have available to him 
ultimately all the material that has been 
available to me," Scott said. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald 


Ziegler, on the other hand, insisted that 
Jaworski bad seen everything that Scott 
had seen — or, at least, he seemed to. 


"If my answers sound confusing, I 


think they are confusing because the 
questions and the situation is confusing 
and I am not in a position to clarify it," 
he said after repeatedly declaring Nixon 
was not holding anything back from the 
special prosecutor on his conversations 


with Dean, his former Counsel. 


The confrontation escalated when Ja- 


worski himself went on national tele- 
vision and declared he bad seen nothing 
to make him suspect Dean's truthfulness. 


"If we believed John Dean's veracity 


was subject to question, we would not 
use him as a witness," he said. 


This, in turn, prompted a rejoinder 


from St. Clair, Dean's successor. 


"I have noted that the special prose- 


cutor and members of his staff have seen 
fit to discuss in public their views re- 
garding John Dean's veracity," he said 
in a written statement. 


"I can say categorically, however, that 


the tapes and other evidence furnished to 
the Special Prosecutor — at least as far 
as the President is concerned — do not 
support sworn statements . . . made by 
Mr. Dean as to what the President knew 
about Watergate and especially when he 
knew it." 


So thel controversy seems to be focus- 


ing once "again on the question of wheth- 
er Richard Nixon or John W. Dean III is 
to be believed. (UPI) 


cumbent, first-term senators are consid- 
ered to be m "marginal" reelection bids, 
but both were elected in 1972 in districts 
which have long been dominated by Re- 
publicans and went Democratic for the 
first time in many years. They are Sen. 
Betty Keegan of Rockford, and Sen. Ken- 
neth Buzbee of Carbondale. 


Democrats need to win only two new 


Senate seats to take control, and could 
wind up with a majority as high as 36-23 
if the voter reaction to Watergate, the 
economy, and the energy crisis is as vio- 
lent toward Republicans as many expect 
it to be. 


In House races, there are 12 districts 


considered by many to be marginal. Ten 
of them now boast two Republican repre- 
sentatives, and one has two Democrats 
and one "independent." 


In the latter district, Republicans could 


gain one seat, since there is no Republi- 
can incumbent. Democrat James C. Tay- 
lor was defeated in the 1972 Democratic 
primary by maverick Democrat Peggy 
Smith Martin, and later won election 
as an independent, squeezing out the Re- 
publican candidate. 


This year, however, Mrs. Martin was 


knocked off the primary ballot on a legal 
technicality, and Taylor is back running 
in the Democratic column with fellow in- 
cumbent Harold Washington, opening the 
way for a Republican to take the third 
seat. 


In one other Chicago district, two 


Democratic incumbents face a stiff chal- 
lenge from Republican incumbent Wil- 
liam F. Mahar, and a former state rep- 
resentative, Lynn C. Breene, who are ex- 
pected to emerge from a four-way GOP 
primary contest. 


But in the other 10 marginal districts, 


Democrats stand a good chance to claim

majorities. If Democrats should win all 
the disputed districts, they could wind 
up with a 97-80 advantage in the House. 


No changes are expected in the Re- 


publican-Democratic 
makeup of the 


Northwest suburban legislative districts, 
where all Republican incumbents are 
running unopposed in the primary and 
are expected to be reelected in Novem- 
ber. 


However, one Democrat, Rep. Richard 


A Mugalian of Palatine, has two oppo- 
nents in the primary. Though he is ex- 
pected to survive that contest, he could 
be knocked off in November by the sec- 
ond Democratic nominee, expected to be 
David Carey of Elgin, an employe of 
state Suprintendent of Public Instruction 
Michael Bakalis.

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The truckers 
Independents facing more than just strike dangers

COLUMBIA, N. J. — Last summer Bob 


Coleman invested 15,000 in a business op- 
portunity that is already returning a 
salary of 1500 to $1,500 a week and may 
before the first anniversary of the deal 
gross him as much as 150,000. 


He put a down payment on a truck. 
Coleman, 41, is what is known in the 


trucking industry as an independent. Af- 
ter 15 years of working for somebody 
else, he has gone into business for him- 
self. With the help of a finance company 
he owns his own rig, is his own boss, sets 
his own pace and is increasing his speed 
on the road of success. 


The American Trucking Assn. guesses 


there are as many as 120,000 independent 
owner-operators in the nation today — 
and despite the howls of protest heard 
from them lately they have in recent 
yean been making it rather well. 


Not that it's all easy. The idea of inde- 


pendence usually carries with it the spir- 
it of ambition. Columbia truck stop man- 
ager Tony Zamparelii, himself an owner- 
operator for years, says the Indepen- 
dents are usually harder working and 
more reliable than the company drivers: 
"They have to be. They have only them 
selves for security. Nobody is guaran- 
teeing them so much a week for so many 
hours. They have to get out and hustle." 


BOB COLEMAN, as example, hustles 


six days a week, around the clock. When 
there is enough work he makes three 
$500 round trips between western Penn- 
sylvania and New York City. He hauls 
shrimp cocktail glasses one day, roll pa- 
per the other. To make time he ignores 
sleep rules, exceeds the speed limits and 
gives up family comforts. "I seo my wife 
one day « week; if I got a hole in my 
roof, she gets a carpenter to fix it." 


Such pushing almost guarantees prob- 


lems. One is that Coleman Is currently 
facing a suspension of his license for 
speeding. "A Smokey pulled me over up 
around Erie. He said I was going 72, 
Now I don't mind paying the fine, but in 
Pennsylvania (for truckers) it's almost 
an automatic suspension of license. A 
private car can speed and get away with 
it. Me. I may lorn my license. Now I 
gotta hire a lawyer and fight the case." 


Besides this, inflating expenses are 


dimming the glitter for highballing inde- 
pendents. Coleman, for instance, has

Bob Coleman: Be your own boss and hustle around the clock. 


monthly payments of $800 on his $32,000 
International truck. Fuel which once cost 
$26 a hundred gallons now costs $40 and 
this adds $400 a month to his petrol tab. 
Twice a year he gets $800 worth of tires. 
Once a year 'he pays $400 for a tuneup. If 
a clutch goes out it can cost up to $1,500. 
And, as his own employer, he must pay 
his own Social Security, pension, hospi- 
tal and life insurance — some $2,000 an- 
nually. 


THE RESULT OF it is that his $50,000 


(maximum) first-year salary will be cut 
in half or more by operating costs. 


Indeed, the erosive expenses have of 


late reduced the steady growth of the 
owner-operator ranks. Bill "Haystack" 
Pleener, a company driver out of Iowa, 
says he dreamed for years of owning his 
own rig, but no more: "These days it's 
just asking for misery." Even some of 
the independents are getting out, or 


being forced out. ItaHan-'born driver 
Manuel Casdinira bought his own truck a 
decade ago and now wishes he hadn't. 


"With all these prices I can't stay in 


business. I just paid $2,100 for trans- 
mission repair and I don't know if the 
insurance will cover it. On the Ohio 
Turnpike they limit me to 10 gallons per 
truck stop, because of the shortages, so I 
got to stay in two or three lines up to an 
hour each. If I could I'd sell my truck 
today — but the used truck lots are full 
already. Maybe I should be back in 
Italy; it ain't no good there, but it's get- 
ting even worse over here." 


YET WITH IT all, and forgetting the 


present hard times, there can be no 
doubt that truck driving often is hand- 
somely rewarding. Even before he 
bought his own tractor, Bob Coleman 
was making $18,900 a year, and now, if 
inflation does not get worse, he expects 


$23,000-$24,000. Not bad. In' fact, very 
good. 


And the job itself is not the nightmare 


many imagine it to be. The public imagi- 
nation that road runners are liquored up 
against the cold, popping bennies to ward 
off the sandman arid sitting in a bucket 
of grease is false. Coleman, as example, 
rides in a cab as comfortable as a Cadil- 
lac. He is freshly dressed, clean shaven, 


well fed. He sits 12 feet off the road, high 
enough to see the real beauty of some of 
today's superroute scenery, and says he 
wouldn't have it any other way: 


"My wife thinks I'm nuts. But I just 


enjoy this. It may seem boring to others, 
but it's never that way to me. You never 
really master one of these rigs, you nev- 
er really see all there is to see. Hell, I'd 
drive nationwide if my wife would let 
me." 


There are the annoyances, of course. It 


is no joy to bust a steering tire with 
50,000 pounds in the trailer. It is also un- 
profitable to drive a load one way, as 
Coleman sometimes does, and come 
back empty ("During the energy crisis, I 
think the government should arrange 
pools to guarantee against empty trucks; 
there should be central numbers to call 
in all areas so you can pick a cargo 
up"). 


AND, TOO, there are the unseen and 


terrible hazards; the records are full of 


stories such as the one in New Jersey 
where a trucker swerved to miss a drunk 
driver, crashed through the guardrail, 
flipped over and died in the horrible 
crunch. 


With it all, most truckers believe the 


risks and the other high-lows of the busi- 
ness are worth it. Thus most do not 
wholeheartedly go along with the scary 
business of recent weeks when strikes 
and highway blockages became vogue. 


Says Bob Coleman: "I shut my rig 


down not because I agreed with striking, 
but because I didn't want someone to 
smash my windshield. I don't like the 
high prices any more than anybody. I 
suppose they could even put me out of 
business. But blocking highways don't do 
any good. You might not make much 
profit driving these days — but if you 
don't drive at all you for sure aren't gon- 
na make any."

plight of some swim teams 


It pierces your dreams suddenly. A 


blaring noise that's just this side of hell. 


After it shakes the sleep out of you, 


you realize it's that bleeping alarm clock 
again! Despite the Daylight Saving Time 
dat'kness. it really is 7 a.m. 


Getting up is tough enough without 


having to do it In the dark, right? How 
many times have you hit the snooze 


This hasn't happened in practice, 
but how about the classroom?

I nearly let lii/incss drag me back into 


Hie friendly confines of a warm king-size 
boil. Then I remembered something that 
made me feel a little guilty. Although it 
was only 7:01. three Mid-Suburban 
League .swim teams had been practicing 
for about an hour. I was up to stay. 


A Schautnburg household was disturb- 


ed by the alarm clock of Don Andersen 
about 4:30 a.m. Over in Arlington 
Heights, Jim Harrington was roused 
about 4:40 a.m. A light clicked on about 5 
a.m. in Buffalo Grove as Doug Cotner 
began moving about. 


Since the Mid-Suburban only has four 


pools for eight teams, there's a lack of 
prime time. Thus, Andersen (Arlington's 
h e a d c o a c h ) , Harrington (Buffalo 
Grove's) and Cotner (Wheeling's) as well 
as their teams must make the early 
morning sacrifice. 


Arlington has been holding pre-dawn 


practices for many years. It's an accept- 
ed thing. For brand new Buffalo Grove 
and more established Wheeling, it's a 
first-time experience. 


All three schools have pools, but they 


must b« shared by iMSL schools as well 
as I ho park districts. The only team that 
doesn't liavo another prep team to share 
its futilities with is Elk Grove. It swims 
at Disney Pool, another park district fa- 
cility. 


This is how the scheduling,breakdown 


looks during an'feverage week: 


Olympic Pool in Arlington Heights — 


Arlington (.6 to 8), Forest View (5 to 6) 
and then park district activities. 


Wheeling High's pool — Wheeling (6:15 


to 8:15). Hersey (4 to 6) and then the 
park district. 


Buffalo Grove's pool — Buffalo Grove 


(fi:.'IO to S.-MO). Rolling Meadows C2 to 4), 
Prospect (•! to li) and then the park dis- 
trict. 


Prospect swam at Kopp's Pool until 


this year. With the addition of Buffalo 
Grove into Disl. 214, it was decided that 
Prospect would use this now pool. 


Buffalo Grove taxpayers are "kind of 


disgruntled" because their athletes have 
the least preferred time, according to 
Harrington. There's also some dis- 
appointment because students can't take 
P.E, swimming between two and four 
o'clock, 


Harrington's team swims between 6000 


and 7000 yards each morning. "After that 
they're physically exhausted," he says, 
"It's rough for some of them to stay 
awake in class."

Coiner adds that members of his team 


have also had classroom problems. 


A school bus picks up most of Wheel- 


ing's team. Those cold morning waits 
have brought "much more sickness this 
year than in the past three," says Cot- 
ner. "We had three boys sick just 
recently for Forest View, and we almost 
lost the meet because of it." 


Wheeling's lost a couple of athletes be- 


cause of the early session, but it's been 
worse for Buffalo Grove's new program. 


"I know of five that came out for the 


team but quit because of the hours," 
says Harrington. "There's no way of tell- 
ing how many were-turned off when they 
found out we were swimming early in 
the morning." 


Andersen admits that two things in 


inn-titular aren't good about these work- 
outs — a poorer quality of swimming 
(practice times arc better in the after- 
noons) and not enough time to talk to his 
Icani during and after practice. 


All three agree that an athlete has to 


be really dedicated to get up so early, 
Harrington adding, "I really sympathize 
with them. I never went through it 
(while swimming competitively in high 
school and college) . . . I don't know if I 
could do it." 


Both Harrington and Cotner are hoping 


they'll be given afternoon practice times 
next year. Since they're experiencing 
tough times this season, they want to 
make it as attractive as possible for 
prospective swimmers in 1974-75. 


Because of the expanded participation 


in meets this year (points for the top five 
instead of three for individual events and 
top three teams in relays instead of two), 
coaches need larger teams. Both Wheel- 
ing and especially Buffalo Grove have 
suffered from lack of numbers. 


Arlington hasn'l been hurt by the 


morning practices because "I think it's 
ingrained in theni," says Andersen. 
"They. start off as freshmen — going

McCollum and Mark Rohl started the 
Lions out fast by winning the medley re- 
lay (1:46.8). 


Steve Rogers' win in the individual 


medley (2:13.1) helped hold the lead in 
the early going.

This is not to suggest there is anything 


wrong with Japanese car pools. To the 
contrary, they work beautifully, once you 
get them assembled. 


SOME EVEN CARRY a four-week 


warranty, which is an unusually long op- 
erating period for a car pool. The aver- 
age car pool falls apart in 10 days or 
less. 


What happens, as a rule, is that one 


member becomes miffed about some- 
thing and drops out. Car pool replace- 
ments are extremely hard to find 


Sometimes you can keep a five-mem- 


ber car pool running with only three or 
four members, but the timing is thrown 
out of synch, making it hard to start in 
the mornings. 


To repeat, Japanese car pool kits are 


both durable and functional. The trouble 
is that the instruction sheets were origi- 
nally written in Japanese and were 
translated into English by someone who 
is strictly monolingual. 


Instruction sheet translators work from 


an English-Japanese dictionary, which 
lists up to three different meanings for 
the same word.

Wanted: missing minority 


Of all the ethnic television heroes, not one is Jewish 


by DICK KLEINER 


HOLLYWOOD - Television has been 


praised for the ways it has progressed in 
its;use of blacks. But what about the me- 
dium 's use «f Jews? 


"Something needs to be done," says 


Milton Senn, who Is the western regional 
director of B'nai Brith's Anti-Defamation 
League. "On today's TV, there isn't one 
real hero who is Jewish. Look at all the 
lawyer and doctor shows — not one is 
Jewish." 


The facts bear him out. The heroes of 


the- TV series bear Ango-Saxon names 
like Cannon. Jones, Ironside, Dillon, 
Ramsey and Erskine, with a sprinkling 
of blacks and Poles and even a half-Chi- 
nese. Not a Jewish name around. 


THERE HAVE been a few'situation co- 


medies which included Jewish charac- 
ters, even one (Needles and Pins) which 
is almost all-Jewish but that features, I 
feel, caricature Jews. There is not one 
heroic Jewish figure on TV even in the 
fields of law and medicine, which tra- 
ditionally have 
many Jewish 
prac- 


titioners. 


"The 
Jewish presence Is invisible on 


TV," 
says producer David Dortort. Dor- 


tort used to make Bonanza which starred 
a Jewish actor (Lome Greene) as Ben 
Cartwrlght. "Who do Jewish kids have to 
root for? TV gives them nobody." 


That used to fc« the rallying cry of the 


blacks and with justification. Now they 


have'their TV heroes — Shaft, Tenafly — 
but still there are no Jewish star parts. 


This is curious, because there are so 


many Jews in commanding positions 
with the networks and studios. One of 
them, producer David Victor (Marcus 
Welby and Owen Marshall) thinks it's be- 
cause they are playing it safe. 


"THEY WOULD LIKE not to fragment 


the audience," Victor says. "There is a 
need for the widest possible audience and 
they don't want to offend anyone." 


But, still, there are the Banaceks and 


Kojaks and Tomas and Columbos, all 
clearly ethnic types. And these seem to 
be proliferating. 


While none of the networks would com- 


ment officially on this question, one net- 
work official did say, although lie would 
not permit his name to be used, that they 
try to avoid using heroes of a specific 
nationality or religion. 


"Out of the 900 shows that have been 


on TV," he said, "there may have been 
ten heroes with an identifiable ancestry. 
We've used a few Italians to offset the 
bad publicity we got for having so many 
Italian heavies. We try to keep all our 
heroes middle of the road," 


MANY JEWISH actors are playing 


non-Jewish heroes. On Dortort's Bo- 
nanza, three of the original four Cart- 
wrights were Jewish — Greene, Michael 
Landon and Pernell Roberts. Only the

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Baird & Warner arranges 
loan for apartments 


A14 million mortgage for the construc- 


tion of Rand Grove Village, a 212-unit 
apartment development for low and mod- 
erate Income families near Palatine, has 
been arranged by Elzie Higginbottom, 
assistant vice president in the real estate 
finance division of Baird & Warner, Inc. 
The mortgage, federally insured under 


Section 236 of the National Housing Act, 
was Issued to Metropolitan Housing De- 
velopment Corp. (M.H.D.C.), the general 
partner. M.H.D.C. is a private non-profit 
firm associated with the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities in Chicago Limited partner in the 
development is Shelter Corp. of America, 
Minneapolis, Minn. 


Rand Grove Village, which is 75 per 


cent complete and scheduled for com- 
pletion early this year, is located on 


Long Grove Rd. near Rand Rd. In unin- 
corporated Palatine Township. 


The complex will offer one-, two-, 


three-, and four-bedroom apartments at 
monthly rentals ranging from $134.94 to 
$208.30. They will be contained in two 
three-story buildings, each designed to 
eight modules. 


Under the 236 program, the 40-year, 8.5 


per cent loan is subsidized to provide an 
effective interest rate of 1 per cent to the 
developer. These savings are passed 
through to the tenants in the form of low- 
er rental. The program also provides in- 
come limitations to determine eligibility, 
ranging from $7,250 per year for one per- 
son to $13,450 for seven or more persons.

Innovations in mobile home design and 


construction unveiled at the 1974 Nation- 
al Mobile Home Show, Jan. 16-18, Louis- 
ville, Ky., illustrate why "Livin's Easier 
in a Mobile Home." 


Interiors underwent some of the great- 


est changes ever in the more than 200 
mobile homes previewed by more than 
8,000 retailers and park operators at the 
show, which is sponsored by the Mobile 
Homes Manufacturers Association, 


Among the innovations being featured 


was the "island kitchen'' which places 
the stove and refrigerator in the center 
of the kitchen, providing a tremendous 
amount of counter space and offering 
greater convenience for the woman of 
the house. 


Another popular change in mobile 


home kitchens was the introduction of 
mood lighting. This allows either all or 
half of the kitchen to be lighted at any 
one time. Mood lighting has also become 
popular in mobile home family rooms. 


Basic mobile home floor plans also un- 


derwent design changes. A number of 
homes now have master bedrooms and 
children's bedrooms away from each oth- 
er. 


Many more homes now offer a master 


bedroom suite, a combination bedroom 
with a bathroom addition and walk-in 
closet. Most of the suites included a van- 
ity area located between the bathroom 
and the bedroom. 


For the first time, double sinks were 


common in mobile home bathrooms, with 
mirror treatments and sunken tubs in the 
bathing area.

New entrance ways, either carpeted or 


tiled, no longer force traffic into the 
home in one direction.

The long narrow hallways, common in 


old model mobile homes, have now be- 
come less prevalent. The lengthy hall- 
ways have been eliminated by rearrang- 
ing and enlarging the rooms, 


Textured or printed vinyl wall cov- 


erings are also becoming popular. Panel- 
ing Is now coming in lighter shades and 
tones. This tends to make the home ap- 
pear larger and brightens the environ- 
ment. 


Another attractive change in interiors 


is the removal of rosettes from the ceil- 
ings and the use of more than one type of 
celling per home. Varied ceilings help to 
add personality to the Individual rooms. 


Mobile homes for 1974, in many cases,

Mortgage 
delinquencies 
drop 


Mortgage loan delinquencies at the na- 


tion's savings and loan associations 
inched downward during the last quarter 
of 1973, the United States League of Sav- 
ings Associations reported. 


The League said delinquency ratios 


during the October-December period 
were: Ocrober - .78; November - .77; and 
December - .79. The average ratio for 
.the final quarter was .78 down from the 
.83 recorded hi the third quarter. 


The United States League report is 


based on a survey ,of approximately 900 
representative savings and loan associ- 
ations. Loans are considered delinquent 
when-payments have not been made 
within 60 days of the stipulated payment 
date in the mortgage contract. All types 
of loans are included — conventional, 
FHA and VA. 


The low delinquency trend began in 


1967, and the League pointed out that 
loan delinquencies continue to amount to 
less than 1 per cent of the total number 
of mortgages in savings and loan port- 
folios.

to cross-country skiing 


Cross-country skiers are invited to tour 


the hills and woods near picturesque Ga- 
lena in northwestern Illinois, at no 
charge. Trails for both neophytes and ex- 
pert skiers have been laid out at The Ga- 
lena Territory, a recreational land com- 
munity being developed by The Branigar 
Organization. 


The community is on U.S. 20 about five 


miles east of Galena, a town of restored 
Victorian homes and antique shops that 
draw visitors from across the United 
States. The Territory is 15 miles north of 
Chestnut Mountain, a popular downhill 
skiing area. 


The trails were laid out by Jim Petry, 


a professional cross-country ski instruc- 
tor and Branigar consultant. He also is 
on the staff of Wilderness Survival Semi- 
nars, Inc., a nonprofit organization that 
teaches outdoor skills. Petry is proprie- 
tor of the Wilderness Shack, a store in 
LaGrange, specializing in backpacking 
and cross-country ski equipment. 


Petry will conduct a ski clinic at The 


Galena Territory Sunday, Feb. 17, from 
10 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. He will show how to 
select and use equipment, demonstrate 
waxing techniques and lead a four-hour 
cross-country excursion on the Territory. 


"Cross-country skiing is becoming one 


of the most popular winter sports," says 


Petry, Some sporting goods retailers es- 
timate one out of every four pairs of skis 
sold in the United States this season will 
be designed for touring. 


As downhill ski areas get more con- 


gested, outdoor enthusiasts are beginning 
to appreciate the advantages of Nordic- 
type skiing. It can be done nearly any- 
where'there's snow. Ski touring is rela- 
tively inexpensive, great exercise and 
safe for all age groups, too. 


A set of skis, bindings, shoes and poles 


usually costs less than $100 vs. several 
hundred dollars for downhill gear. Cloth- 
ing — outer wear in thin layers that can 
easily be put on or taken off — is less 
expensive. Nor do Nordic skiers have to 
buy lift tickets or stand in long lines to 
get to the top of a hill. 


Cross-country skiing is great exercise 


because it is essentially walking or run- 
ning on skis. Specially waxed touring 
skis allow you to go up small hills almost 
as easy as you ski down them. Beginners 
learn quickly and can enjoy the scenery 
at their own speed. The more skilled 
skiers can cut back and forth or break 
trails for neophytes to follow. And ex- 
perts cover 50-mile distances in less than 
five hours.

The most advanced fire-control system 


in the country is going into Seattle's new 
37-story Federal Office Building. 


In fact, the system — engineered by 


Honeywell in Arlington Heights — is so 
sophisticated it will do almost everything 
but actually man the firehoses, accord- 
ing to Honeywell engineers working on 
the project. 


"Brain" behind the exotic system is a 


horseshoe-shaped Honeywell console that 
takes command at the first hint of a fire. 
It will automatically call the Seattle fire 
department, flash emergency instruc- 
tions to building personnel, flush smoke 
out of the fire zone, flood adjacent areas 
with fresh outdoor air. 
•t 
At the same time it will light up a gi- 


ant silhouette, pin-pointing exact location 
of the fire. It will also spotlight color- 
coded projections showing floor plans of 
the danger areas, spelling out step-by- 
step instructions for building personnel, 


Simultaneously the Honeywell brain 


will bring all 22 building elevators to a 
street ievel where they'll be available for 
fire-fighters. Elevator passengers will be 
reassured by taped announcements tell- 
ing them where they're going and why. 


Similar recorded announcements will 


evacuate people from danger areas in 
the building. At the same time, people in 
nearby safe havens will be told to expect 
the influx. Taped announcements, say 
Honeywell engineers, are more effective 
than shrill sirens or clanging gongs, 
which easily spread panic. 


But the console will do much more than 


handle emergencies: It's designed to be 
a hard-working tool that will actually run 
the building on a day-to-day basis. Tied 
to its own dedicated computer, the Hon- 
eywell console will continually check, 
correlate and control equipment scat- 
tered throughout the 1 million-square-foot 
structure, keep a watchful eye on more 
than 1,000 checkpoints. 


Special sensors, for example, will con- 


tinually check out-door temperature and 
humidity, wind speed and direction, even 
•the amount of sunshine falling on the 
building. Armed with this input, the com- 
puter will fine-tune the building air-con- 
ditioning to wring maximum perform- 
ance out of every operating dollar. 


The Honeywell system will save on 


energy as well. An "electronic memory" 
will turn lights and air-conditioning on 
and off according to a programmed 
schedule. The memory will remember 
when Sundays and holidays roll around, 
and even that 1976 will be a leap year. 


To save even more energy, the com- 


puter will continuously compare elec- 
trical consumption with preset demand 
peaks, automatically shed secondary 
loads to avoid power waste. 


AH this is much more than clever "gee 


whiz" engineering says Honeywell's N. 
S. Stake, whose Commercial Division is

working with the federal government's 
General Services Administration on the 
project. 


"By closely controlling lighting, air- 


conditioning and power loads, the com- 
puter-directed system will bring dramat- 
ic energy savings. In fact, we expect the 
Seattle building to use 20 per cent less 
energy than a comparable building with 
conventional controls," says Stake. 


Besides turning equipment on and off, 


the Honeywell console will make running 
analyses of equipment operation. For ex- 
ample, , it will compare power input 
against machine output, quickly spot 
sagging performance. When a machine's 
efficiency drops below a preset norm, it 
will alert building personnel to 'have the 
machine overhauled or replaced. 


The console will also keep a beady eye 


open for off-normal conditions anywhere 
in the system. For example, it will flash 
a warning if a standby generator is low 
on fuel, or a transformer overheats, or a 


surface; behind them are four pro- 
jectors that show' color-coded sche- 
matics of building systems. Vertical 
panel to right is building silhouette 
that pinpoints type, location of emer- 
gency. 


freezer temperature goes too high. It will 
howl for help if an air-handling system 
quits or a fan suddenly stops. 


One of the most intriguing aspects of 


the entire system concept, says Stake, is 
its expandability. 


"Using leased telephone lines, the con- 


sole could be linked to every federal 
building in the Seattle area. Then pro- 
gramming each 'building's operating 
schedules into the computer could make 
for substantial operating economies." 


Stake pointed out that a similar Honey- 


well network will link five federal facil- 


ities in New Orleans, giving "measurable 
and significant fuel and power savings." 


The Seattle building is slated for com- 


pletion next June.

Americans on the move 


That bit of «dvice given more than 100 


years ago — "Go west, young man" — is 
still being followed — and expanded. 


So observes Durand A. Holladay, man- 


aging trustee of Continental Mortgage In- 
vestors, Boston, who adds that "Ameri- 
cans of all ages today are moving to the 
'west — also to the north, east and 
south." 


"The United States probably has the 


most mobile population on earth. For ex- 
ample, approximately 26 per cent of all 
Americans, nearly 55 million people, do 
not presently live in the same state in 
which they were born. 


"According to demographic specialists, 


at least 38 million Americans, about 18 
per cent of our current population, move 
annually. And many of these will have 
more than one change of address during 
one year," Holladay points out. 


The total U.S. population, he notes, has 


risen nearly 17 per cent to about 212 mil- 
lion since 1960. 


However, population growth has not 


been uniform throughout every section of 
the country — a fact that attests to mo- 
bility. Since 1960, for example, the 13 
Western states have recorded a substan- 
tial 29 per cent population gain. 


"During this same period, the South, 


with over a 19 per cent gain, was ahead 
of the national average. But the North 
Central and Northeast regions lagged 
with population increases about 10 per 
cent each," Holladay notes. 


The major trends, he states, indicate 


an increasingly strong movement of 
people from rural areas and smaller 
towns to the suburbs surrounding large 
cities, as well as a concomitant flow of 
residents from the urban centers to sub- 
urbia. 


"What the next decade will bring can- 


not be totally predicted — the worsening 
energy crisis may certainly be a factor. 
We can, however, look for continued pop- 
ulation growth as well as mobility. 


"We may not see as many families and 


individuals moving as far — or as often 
— but they will most assuredly continue 
to move," Holladay concludes.

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Out home buying? 
Knowing language removes mystery 


Even though you're likely to have an 


attorney at your side every step of the 
way when you buy a home, if you're typi- 
cal you'll feel a strong urge to get 
yourself fitted for a dunce cap after you 
run into the complex terminology. Even 
experienced homeowners admit that they 
understand only a smattering of the ter- 
minology, even though the major pur- 
chase of a lifetime is involved. 


"Considering the scale of the in- 


vestment, one ought to take the time to 
acquaint himself with the terms and 
procedures so he can feel more at ease 
when buying a home. This applies wheth- 
er you're buying a single family home, 
condominium, townhouse, or co-op," sug- 
gests Robert G. Walters, vice president 
and general manager, residential sales 
division. Baird & Warner. Inc. The 11- 
year-old Chicago-based diversified real 
estate company, with 30 sales offices in 
Chicago aud suburbs, handles thousands 
of such transactions each year. 


Here is a round-up of the most com- 


mon terms and an explanation of proce- 
dures involved in a real estate sale: 


Abstract: A summary of the history of 


the legal title to a piece of property. (See 
Title Insurance.) 


Amortization: This is a provision for 


gradually 
paying off the principal 


amount of a loan, such as a mortgage 
loan, at the time of each payment of in- 
terest. For example, as each payment to- 
ward principal is made, the mortgage 
amount is reduced or amortized by that 
amount. 


Appraisal: An evaluation of the proper- 


ty to determine its value. An appraisal is 
concerned chiefly with market value — 
what the house would sell for on the open 
market. 


Binder or offer to purchase: A receipt 


for money paid to secure the right to 
purchase real estate upon agreed terms. 


Certificate of title: This is the paper 


that signifies ownership of a house. It 
usually contains a legal description of 
the house and its land. 


Closing costs: Often referred to as set- 


tlement costs, these costs are in addition 
to the price of the house. They include 
the mortgage service charges, title 
search and insurance, and transfer of 
ownership charges. Hall cautions: "Be 
sure that your sales contract clearly 
states who will pay each of these costs — 
buyer or seller." 


Closing day: This is the date on which 


the title or property passes from the sell- 
er to the buyer and/or the date on which 
the borrower signs the mortgage.. 


Condominium: Terms provide for indi- 


vidual ownership of a dwelling unit and 
an undivided interest in the common 
areas and facilities which serve the mul- 
ti-unit project. 


Cooperative Or Co-op: This form of 


ownership often is confused with a con- 
dominium, but there is a decided differ- 
ence. The co-op is an apartment building 


or a group of dwellings owned by resi- 
dents and operated for their benefit by 
their elected board of directors. The resi- 
dent occupies but does not own his unit. 
Rather, he owns a share of stock in the 
total enterprise. 


Depreciation: A decline in the value of 


a house as the result of wear and tear, 
adverse changes in the neighborhood and 
its patterns, or for any other reason. 


Earnest money: This is the deposit 


money given to the seller by the poten- 
tial buyer to show that he is serious 
about buying the house. If the deal goes 
through, the earnest money is applied 
against the downpayment. "But if the 
deal does not go through," the Baird & 
Warner officer warns, "the money may 
be forfeited unless specifics have been 
spelled out in the 'Offer to Purchase' 
contract. There are contingencies under 
which the earnest money can be returned 
to the potential buyer if the deal fails. 
One such contingency could be the refus- 
al of a mortgage to the buyer." 


Easement rights: A right of way grant- 


ed to a person or company authorizing 
access to or over the owner's land. Utili- 
ty companies (electric, natural gas, tele- 
phone, water) often have easement 
rights across your property. 


Equity: A buyer's initial and increas- 


ing ownership rights in a house as he 
pays off the mortgage. When the mort- 
gage is fully paid off the buyer has 100 
per cent equity in the house. 


Escrow funds: Money, or papers repre- 


senting financial transactions, which are 
given to a third party (usually a Realtor 
or lawyer) to hold until all conditions in 
a contract are fulfilled. 


FHA approval: This is a misnomer. 


"There is no such thing as an FHA ap- 
proved house," Hall 'points out. "If a 
builder advertises 'FHA approval,' he is 
misleading you at worst and, at best, 
badly stating his belief that his house 
will meet the standards for an FHA in- 
sured mortgage." 


Hazard insurance: Insurance to protect 


against damage caused to property by 
fire, windstorm and other common haz- 
ards. Aside from its importance to home- 
owners, such insurance always is a stipu- 
lation by the mortgagee (lender) to pro- 
tect his investment. 


Home mortgage loan: a special kind of 


long-term loan for buying a house. There 
are three main kinds of mortgage financ- 
ing in the United States for single-family 
homes, townhomes, or condominiums — 
the conventional mortgage; the VA (Vet- 
erans Administration), sometimes called 
the GI mortgage; and the FHA (Federal 
Housing Administration) insured loan. 


Mortgage commitment: This is the 


written notice which you will receive 
from the savings and loan association, 
bank, or other lender, saying that it will 
advance you the mortgage funds in a 
specified amount to enable you to buy 
the house. 


Mortgage discount "points": Discounts 


(points) are a one-time charge assessed 
by a lending institution to increase the 
yield from the mortgage loan to a com- 
petitive position with the yield from oth- 
er types of investments. "It is important 
to note here," Hall says, "that such 
points are always paid by the seller at 
the time of closing," 


Mortgage insurance premium: The 


payment made by a borrower to the len- 
der for transmittal to HUD-FHA to help 
defray the cost of the FHA mortgage in- 
surance program and to provide a re- 
serve fund to protect lenders against loss 
in insured mortgage transactions. In the 
case of an FHA insured mortgage this 
represents an annual rate of one-half of 
one per cent paid by the mortgagor (bor- 
rower) on a monthly basis to FHA. 


Mortgagor: The homeowner who is ob- 


ligated to repay a mortgage loan on a 
property he has purchased. 


Mortgagee: The bank, savings & loan 


association, or other lender who loans 
the money to the mortgagor. 


Prepaid expenses: The initial deposit 


at time of closing, for taxes and hazard 
insurance and the subsequent monthly 
deposits made to the lender for that pur- 
pose. 


Special assessment: A tax for a specif- 


ic purpose such as providing paved 
streets or new sewers. Owners whose 
properties abut the improved streets or 
tie into the new sewer system must pay 
the tax. 


Title: The evidence of a person's legal 


right to possession of property, normally 
in the form of a deed. 


Title company: A company that spe- 


cializes in a title search and insuring 
title to property. (See item below). 


Title insurance: 
Special 
insurance 


which usually protects lenders against 
loss of their interest in property due to 
unforeseen occurrences that might be 
traced to legal flaws in previous own- 
ership. Likewise, a homeowner can pro- 
tect his interest by purchasing separate 
coverage. 


Title search or examination: Research 


of the title records, generally at the local 
courthouse, to guarantee that you are 
buying the house from the legal owner 
and that there are no liens, overdue spe- 
cial assessments, or other claims or out- 
standing restrictive covenants filed in 
the record. 


Baird & Warner adds some pertinent 


words of advice: "Above all, know the 
real estate agent with whom you are 
doing business. If you are not sure of his 
reputation, check him out with your local 
real estate board." 


The firm also suggests, "aside from 


knowing the terms and procedures of a 
real estate transaction, it would be to 
your advantage to engage the services of 
a qualified real estate attorney before 
you sign any documents and to represent

Planning for a new home? Statistics 


indicate that purchasing land today for 
the home you'll want tomorrow, can be a 
wise financial investment. 


Over the last IS years, the average 


price of land in the U.S. has risen at a 
rate of about seven per cent a year. 
However, the rises in land prices are far 
from uniform. 


In the last five years, residential land 


prices have increased by 25-75 per cent 
in the Chicago metropolitan area, ac- 
cording to Olecott's Blue Book. That fig- 
ure breaks out to Increases of: 25-65 per 
cent in the Fox River Valley; 50-75 per 
cent in the O'Hare Airport area; 40-75 
per cent in the northwestern suburbs; 30- 
60 per cent in the western suburbs; and 
40-65 per cent in the southwestern sub- 
urbs.

Land should continue to appreciate,

Market research studies in- 
dicate two definite factors responsible 
for the increase in land prices: 


—The matter of supply and demand in 


highly desirable areas. 


—The movement of families increasing 


the demand, which in turn accelerates 
the price. 


"Families are turning to the country 


for a place to live, pursuing lifestyles not 
possible in the urban environment," Hull 
said. The ex-urban area is the only re- 
maining enclave combining the atmos- 
phere of rural*style living with urban 
convenience. 


"Buyers should recognize that deferr- 


Forecast 
construction 
slowdown 


Shortages of fuel and other basic mate- 


rials and a sharp downturn in home- 
building will combine to hold new con- 
struction volume in the Midwest to a 
modest 2.4 per cent dollar gain in 1974, 
according to a revised forecast issued in 
mid-January by Construction Digest 
magazine. 


Construction spending is now estimated 


at $21.5 billion for Illlinois, Indiana. Ohio, 
Kentucky and eastern Missouri, down 5 
per cent from a similar projection made 
last October. Offsetting declines in other 
categories will be record-high power util- 
ity capital outlays and a continuing up- 
surge in Industrial and commercial 
building. 


Caught in a two-pronged squeeze — re- 


stricted supplies of diesel fuel, asphalt, 
cement and steel items, plus an esti- 
mated 15 per cent shortfall in highway- 
user tax revenue — the roadbuilding in- 
dustry faces a difficult year, Ohio and 
Kentucky have already clamped tem- 
porary moratoriums on planned state-fi- 
nanced highway contracts.

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Curing that sagging floor? Raise beams slowly 


Floors that slope so much that round 


objects roll across them, plaster that 
cracks and keeps on cracking, doors that 
won't open or close properly: these are 
signs of a sagging floor. 


A sagging floor is not an uncommon 


problem and one that Is likely to happen 
as a house grows older. Girders under a 
post that are weak will cause the floor to 
sag. Trouble occurs with the girders be- 
cause supporting posts were not placed 
properly. Or maybe the posts (and the 
girders as well) have started to rot. 


The problem frequently happens fol- 


lowing remodeling a» walls are relocated 
without getting additional support from 
below. Sometimes heavy appliances or 
heavy pieces of furniture located in one 
part of a room cause problems. 


Don't overlook the possibility that con- 


struction may have been at fault in the 
first place. 


WHATEVER the reason for the prob- 


lem, correcting it should be done at the 
first sign of trouble. A sagging floor, left 
alone, gets worse instead of better. 


Find the place where sagging has oc- 


curred, where the problem is greatest. 
Examine the girders, using a level or 


Do 


yourself 


straight edge to find the worst spot. 
Areas that are suspect: a corner where 
girders meet, a point at which girders 
have been spliced together. 


The remedy for a sagging floor is an 


item called a jack post. It is inexpensive, 
easy to use and relatively foolproof. 


The jack post is an adjustable metal 


post that you place under a sagging gird- 
er. It consists of two steel tubes, one 
inside the other. The height of the post is 
adjustable by way of a pin that slips 
through a series of holes in the inside 
tube. 


THE PIN RESTS on the top edge of 


the outside tube setting the post at the 
desired height. The holes are several 
inches apart so there is also a means for 


a f^ner adjustment. To adjust the post 
more closely and to slowly raise the floor 
there is a metal plate on top of the post, 
the plate resting on a heavy duty adjust- 
ing screw. 


The post rests on a base plate. The 


plate can be set right on the basement 
floor if the floor is in good condition. If it 
is badly cracked or is thin (less than four 
inches of concrete) a new base should be 
made. You will have to break the floor to 
provide a hole for about a foot of con- 
crete. When this is 'thoroughly dry you 
can set the post on it. 
' 


The post is set under the girder and set 


to the nearest height with the pin. Then 
the screw is adjusted so that the top 
plate rests under the girder. Adjustment 
beyond this.point must be done'slowly. 
Quickly raising a sagging floor can cause, 
damage. An adjustment of half a turn 
every week is enough. You can crack 
plaster and.damage water lines if you 
work faster. Check with a level at inter- 
vals so that you will know when to stop. 
The jack post is strong enough and in- 
expensive enough to leave in place as a 
permanent post once the sagging has 
been corrected.

Q. My wife and I file a joint return. We 


disagree about checking off tax dollars to 
the Presidential Election Campaign 
Fund. Can she check off a dollar, even 
though I do not? 


A. Yes. When filing a Joint return, one 


spouse may designate $1 to the fund even 
if the other does not. Or together you 
may designate a total of $2 or choose not 
to designate anything. 


Remember, if you did not check off on 


your 1972 return, you can still do so on 
your 1973 return for 1972 as well as for 
1973.

Q. In return for a good rate of Interest, 


I agreed to leave several thousand dol- 
lars in my bank account for two years.

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Still a baffling disease

In • disease in which the first symp- 


tom is death, research doesn't move for- 
ward in great, dramatic strides. It inches 
its way along... 


That la how it is with sudden infant 


death — crib death, as it is often called. 


Explanations for this mysterious killer 


of 10,000 to 15,000 American babies a 
year fly fast and far and often increase 
the heartache in a victim family that al- 
ready has had more than its share of 
grief and suffering. 


Researchers such as Dr. Abraham B. 


Bergman, president of the National 
Foundation for Sudden Infant Death, are 
emphatic in statements of what sudden 
infant death syndrome (SIDS) is not: 


IT IS NOT suffocation. Autopsy find- 


ings of SIDS babies found with blankets 
over their faces are identical to those 
found with their faces free. Furthermore, 
'bedding over the infant's face does not 
decrease the amount of oxygen to the 
point of causing suffocation. 


It is not 'choking due to mucus or 


regurgitated food. This may occur, but 
does so after death, due to relaxation of 
the esophagus. At autopsy, it is found not 
to block the external air passages. 


It is not due to an illness that the doc- 


tor missed. It is not due to abuse, air 
pollution, viruses, chilling or penicillin 
reactions. It is not a cow's milk allergy, 
a glandular deficiency or an electrolyte 
imbalance. 


IN HIS STUDIES of 500 SIDS cases 


since 1965, Dr, Bergman stresses three 
important points: 1. Death appears to oc-

"SIDS remains neither predictable nor 


preventable," asserted Dr. Bergman. 


David and Sue Livingston of Mount 


Prospect lost their 2-month-old baby 
daughter to SIDS three and a half years 
ago. An organization concerned with the 
plight of grief-stricken parents like them- 
selves sent them its literature. 


WHO BEST CAN understand 
the 


shock, the disbelief, the chaotic feelings 
of guilt and grief when parents find their 
precious, healthy, happy baby not just 
asleep — but dead? 


Perhaps only parents who have al- 


ready experienced the same tragedy. 
Parents of the one infant in every 350 
who dies suddenly unexpectedly, with no 
apparent cause. 


"When my baby girl died," said Sue, 


"I felt so very alone, so certain this had 
never happened to anyone else. 'What's 
the use of living?' ran through my mind 
— I feel guilty just recalling it. 


"Now I can explain these feelings and 


understand them in new SIDS parents. If 
I had known these feelings were normal, 
it would have been easier." 


THE NATIONAL Foundation for Sud- 


den Infant Death (NFSID) was founded 
in 1963 "to promote, stimulate and sup- 
port research in the diagnosis, treatment 
and cure of sudden unexpected death in 
infants." Since that time, 40 chapters 
have sprung up across the nation. 


The Chicago Chapter NFSID came into 


'being in 1968. Composed mainly of hus- 
bands and wives who have lost a baby to 
SIDS, it is dedicated to promoting re-

search, educating the public and helping 
parents of SIDS babies. 


Sue Livingston has just completed her 


term as president of the Chicago Chapter 
for the year 1973. Her husband, David, is 
a member of the Illinois SIDS Study 
Commission, formed last February. The 
Livingstons' lively 2%-year-old son is too 
young to be aware of his parents' deep 
involvement in helping to eradicate the 
disease that robbed him of an older sis- 
ter. 


AS PRESIDENT OF the Chicago Chap- 


ter, Sue filled speaking 
engagements, 


worked out calendars of events, organ- 
ized and classified chapter jobs, wrote 
reports, wrote rebuttals to inaccurate 
news stories and personally contacted 
SIDS families. 


The Chicago Chapter handled 281 


phone calls in 1973 — parents, relatives, 
friends — all reporting a crib death; sent 
out 251 general packets and 138 parent 
packets of literature; and had personal 
contact with 141 parents. All chapter 
members are volunteers; a great many 
have children. There are 800 on the mail- 
ing list, the majority from the greater 
Chicago area, but others from all parts 
of Illinois. 


"Now that my year is over, I can see 


the top of my kitchen cabinets again," 
said Sue. She will continue her member- 
ship with the chapter but on a less active 
basis. 


"I have my family to think of now," 


she said with a smile of pleasure. 


CAROL DARGIS OF Tinley Park is 


now president of the Chicago Chapter 
NFSID. Carol Ogurek of Arlington 
Heights is vice president. They urge any- 
one who learns of a crib death, or a sus- 
pected crib death, to call the Founda- 
tion's answering service, 368-8614. A 
chapter member will contact the caller. 


When a crib death is confirmed, the 


chapter sends the bereaved family a 
"parent packet" of literature and a 
hand-written letter containing the names 
of three people they may contact, if they 
wish. Never do they visit the family un- 
less the family requests it. 


"We are all volunteers," explained 


Sue. "We are not counselors — we don't 
pretend to be. Our bond of understanding 
is that we have gone through it ourselves 
and with other crib death families." 


ILLINOIS IS the first and only state to 


have created a SIDS Study Commission. 
It consists of five members of the State 
Senate, five of the House and eight "pub- 
lic" members — attorneys, coroners, 
SIDS 'parents. David Livingston is a 
"public" member. 
« 


"The charge of the commission is to 


study problems relating to SIDS and its 
effects on the families of Illinois, in- 
cluding the development of educational 
programs for parents, establishing the 
responsibility of the coroner's office, the 
role of public health departments in the 
maintenance of statistical records, and

The commission has prepared the first 


authoritative statement as to the nature 
and extent of the problem of SIDS in Illi- 
nois, with guidelines for action that 
needs to be taken in the future. It will be 
submitted to the state legislature April 
15. 


At this point the commission has not 


delved into the problem of funds for such 
promising service and research endeav- 
ors as the Loyola Project, a plan to es- 
tablish a regional infant death research 
center at Loyola University's Stritch 
School of Medicine. It is hoped the report

will lead to subsequent legislation for 
state funds. 


"THE REAL VALUE of the commis-

Chapter and the North Shore Chapter 
continue to strain collective nerves and 
muscles to the utmost to raise funds for 
research, to educate the public and to 
support the dazed, grief-stricken families 
whose tiny infants have been victims of 
the still baffling disease known as sud- 
den infant death syndrome. 


"The most cruel remark anyone can 


make to me," said Carol Dargis. "is 
'Well you can have another baby!' I feel 
like shrieking back, 'What about the 
baby I lost?' "

Last May, U.S. Sen. Walter F. Mon- 


dale, chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Children and Youth, introduced a bill to 
.provide financial assistance for research 
activities for the study of sudden infant 
death. The bill, S.1745, authorizes the 
creation of SIDS research centers, with a 
federal grant for each center up to 
$50,000, provided such grant is matched 
by an equal contribution from other 
sources. The total appropriation would 
be $2,000,000. 


Under the terms of this bill, the Loyola 


Project would meet the requirements of 
a regional infant death research center, 
but must come up with an amount of 
money equal to the federal grant it re- 
ceives. 


SENATE BILL S.1745 has now passed 


both the U.S. Senate and the U.S. House 
of Representatives and is currently in 
"compromise committee' for purposes of 
condensing and evaluating the "work- 
ing" of the bill.

The Loyola Project 


All SIDS research center needs is funding 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


He was driven by more than just 


a professional interest in the baffl- 
ing disease that snuffs out the lives 
of two infants every day in Cook 
County alone. During the previous 
year, he had lost his first grand- 
daughter to sudden infant death 
syndrome (SIDS). 


When Dr. John P. Connelly, 


chairman of the Department of Pe- 
diatrics at Loyola University Medi- 
cal Center, Maywood, approached 
the Chicago Chapter of the Nation- 
al Foundation for Sudden Infant 
Death (NFSID) in December of 
1972, he brought with-him plans for 
a project that could make Chicago 
a model for regional infant death 
research centers throughout the 
country. 


And that would be fitting. Chi- 


cago has the .highest infant mortal- 
ity rate per capita in the United 
States. 


HE ALSO BROUGHT with him 


Dr. Jay Wells, dean of Loyola Uni- 
versity Stritch School of Medicine, 
who offered the facilities of his in- 
stitution, and Dr. S. Sinha, who, 
along with Dr. Connelly, would 


coordinate the program. 


And so the Loyola Project, as it 


was referred to, was conceived. 
Lack of funds has made its birth 
rather slow and difficult, although 
those associated with the project 
have spent long hours compiling 
data and laying the groundwork for 
its practical operation once funds 
are available. 


The project suffered a telling 


blow when President Nixon last 
year effected his health budget 
cuts. Since then the Loyola Project 
has been forced to rely on monies 
raised by the national foundation, 
local chapters and donations from 
organizations 
and 
individuals 


'touched by this mysterious infant 
malady. That's a grand total of less 
than $15,000, a small fraction of the 
amount needed to launch the proj- 
ect. 


THE OBJECTIVES of the Loyola 


Project are three-pronged: service, 
• education and research. 


"In the area of service, we will 


work with Cook County Coroner 
Dr. Andrew in an effort to get in- 
formation as to the cause of an in- 
fant's death back to the parents as 
quickly as possible," said Dr. Con- 
nelly, "If coroners in other coun- 


ties request our help, we'll respond 
to them, too." 


Dr. Connelly stressed the need 


for an autopsy of any baby that 
dies under unknown circum- 
stances. "Otherwise one can never 
be sure of the cause of death," he 
said. "There might be some hered- 
ity or congenital problem of which 
the family should be aware." 


In the area of education, the Lo- 


yola Project proposes to organize 
informational programs for all con- 
cerned professionals .who might 
come in contact with SIDS cases, 
such persons as nurses, firemen, 
coroners, undertakers, physicians 
and medical students. 


BECAUSE SO LITTLE is known 


about crib death, the potential for 
research is unlimited. Research in 
the fields of physiology, bacteriolo- 
gy and virology is being conducted 
in laboratories in the Chicago area. 


"We must compile a great many 


statistics," said Dr. Connelly" — 
the incidence of SIDS by areas and 
under different conditions, its rela- 
tionship to low birthweigbt babies, 
to specified geographical areas, to 
certain viral conditions. 


, 
"We want to send out teams — 


perhaps- a nurse and a, trained

SIDS parent — to all SIDS parents 
to gather statistics." 


BOTH DR. CONNELLY and Dr. 


Sinha, as well as lay members of 
the NFSID, accept speaking en- 
gagements to present the true pic- 
ture of SIDS to groups, whether 
professional 
or 
non-professional. 


Inquiries leading to such appear- 
ances may be made by calling the 
NFSID answering service, 368-8614, 
requesting a return call. 


The Loyola Project is modeled in 


many respects after the Seattle 
Project, in which for the past nine 
years all sudden unexpected deaths 
of children under the age of 2 in 


King County, Wash., have been fol- 
lowed by autopsy, by careful in- 
vestigation, by visits to the vic- 
tims' families and by documenta- 
tion of any pertinent factors. The 
study, started in 1965, has covered 
approximately 500 cases. 


In the state of Illinois, there are 


between 500 and 600 crib deaths a 
year, about 50 per cent of them in 
the greater Chicago area. To devel- 
op necessary statistical informa- 
tion, a population as large as that 
of Cook County is conducive to first 
class research. 


RECENTLY THERE has been a 


flurry of excitement over the use of 
electronic heart monitors in babies 
who are considered potential SIDS 
candidates. The monitor, attached 
to the infant's chest, detects peri- 
ods of apnea, or nonbreathing. It 
should be remembered, however, 
that sleep apnea occurs in all in- 
fants, especially in the early 
months, and more often when they 
have colds. 


Both Dr. Connelly and Dr. Abra- 


ham B. Bergman, president of 
NFSID, are cautious in their ap- 
proach to this subject. A recent 
newspaper story telling of a baby 
who is being -monitored'' constantly 


to prevent crib death may have 
raised false hopes and spread mis- 
information. Pressure from elec- 
tronic manufacturers of apnea 
alarm monitors, for the sake of 
selling their wares, may also be 
doing harm. 


IN THE CASE of the newspaper 


story, Dr. Bergman points out that 
1. It is absurd to proclaim any liv- 
ing individual a victim of SIDS 
(the first symptom of SIDS is 
death); 
2. The baby 
stopped 


breathing while she was awake, 
which is not characteristic of SIDS, 
and 3. Disturbances of breathing in 
infants may occur for a variety of 
causes not related in any way to 
SIDS. 


Said Dr. Connelly: "There is 


some evidence that babies who 
have prolonged apnea spells may 
be potential SIDS candidates. We 
are not saying'that monitoring is 
valid or invalid. If the accent is on 
research, if the monitoring is done 
under carefully controlled circum- 
stances, it may be considered a le- 
gitimate research procedure. 


"What we do know about SIDS is 


that the final event is a laryngo- 
spasm. Our goal is to find out 
what events precede it."

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Contacts wearers warned 
study » Hawaii 


Contact lens wearers — or prospective 


ones — should beware of any advertise- 
ments or claims that any hard contact 
lens may be worn continuously (24 hours 
a day, seven days a week) without dan- 
ger. 


The Federal Trade Commission has 


filed a complaint against the Lens Craft 
Research and Development Co. of Escon- 
dido, Calif., alleging that its advertising 
claims to that effect may present a 
health hazard. 


The firm sells its Burnor hard plastic 


contact lenses to opticians, as well as 
through three optical offices it operates 
In California. 


THE FTC OBTAINED a temporary in- 


junction prohibiting the company from 
making these claims: 


—Members of the medical profession 


prescribe 24-hour wear for Burnor con- 
tact lenses. 


—Sleeping while wearing them and 


wearing them continuously does not ex- 
pose wearers to the probability of physi- 
cal harm. 


—There is little or no discomfort with 


wearing them. 


—Any person whose vision can be cor- 


rected can successfully wear them. 


—Sleeping while wearing them would 


improve the wearer's eye comfort and 
eyesight. 


—They are successfully designed for 


24-hour use. 


THE FTC PRESENTED affidavits 


from doctors specializing in this field, in 
which the physicians indicated the proba- 
bility of corneal injury resulting from 
wearing the lenses for the lengths of 
time advertised. 


While the FTC complaint applies only 


to Burnor lenses, it notes that they "are 
neither unique nor substantially different 
from other hard plastic contact lenses 
presently available on the market," 
which would seem to indicate that 
claims for 24-hour use of any hard con- 
tact lenses should be treated with skep- 
ticism. 


The complaint also alleged that per- 


sons who choose to wear the lenses while 
sleeping do so not under the supervision 
of an eye specialist, but of employes of

Trisodium phosphate mixed

Dear Dorothy: Our kitchen wall gets so 


grimy I get the urge to wash it every few 
months. I've been told that trisodium 
phosphate mixed with water makes a 
good cleaner. Are there specific instruc- 
tions for the mixing? Or can I buy it 
already made up?

The answers all come up "yes." It's a 


fine cleaner for wall washing and for 
smoky fireplaces, too. All you need to do 
is mix one tablespoon of it with a gallon 
of water. There are good commercial 
mixes. (If you're puzzled, drop a note —

— and I'll give the commercial names.) 
Nice thing about these cleaners is that 
you don't have to rinse or dry them off. 
One thing to keep in mind, though, is 
that while they work fine for flat paint, 
they do take off some of the gloss from 
enamel. Most important tip of all: When 
washing a wall, start from the bottom 
and go up.

African Inspired! 


Africa is a mysterious continent of emerging new nations and frequently changing 


territorial boundaries. West Africa now consists of a series of Atlantic coastal nations — 
most of which are independent. This is the most densely populated area of Africa south 
of the Sahara Desert and most people live in the hot, humid river-threaded lowlands. 
The region is surrounded by coastal waters that are teeming with fish and other seafood. 


• Shown here are three African-inspired seafood dishes using ingredients that are 
readily available in American supermarkets. Boulettes de Poisson, savory fish balls in a 
spicy tomato sauce, are made with French bread, frozen haddock, parsley, onions, and 
tomato paste. West African Stew follows the popular method of cooking fish and meat 
together in West Africa. This colorful stew combines beef, cod and shrimp with onions, 
tomatoes, spinach and flavorings. 


Piri-piri is an African dish of broiled shrimp or prawns marinated or basted with a hot 


chili sauce. In Mozambique, off Africa's east coast, piri-piri enjoys wide popularity. 
Shrimp Mozambique is another version of piri-piri which has been adapted to American 
tastes. Jumbo shrimp are marinated i,n; peanut oil, crushed red pepper, salt and garlic, 
broiled and served with a lemony sauce. 


An African dessert, Nutty Rum Pineapple Fritters, is made by soaking pjneapple rings 


in a rum marinade. Next they are coated with a sweet, creamy mixture of egg, milk, 
sugar and ground peanuts. The cqated pineapple rings are chilled in the refrigerator to 
set before dipping in a beer batter and frying in peanut oil. When the fritters are golden 
brown they are sprinkled with confectioners' sugar and served warm. 


Traveling south, visitors will come upon South Africa — comprising the richest and 


best developed territory below the Sahara along with some of the most desolate and 
primitive. There are many factions in South Africa, including Europeans (mainly Dutch, 
French and English), Indians, Malays and Blacks . . . and each has retained its own special 
culture and cuisine.

Curry, like many other dishes popular in this region, was originally a creation of 


immigrant Malay cooks who brought their traditional Far Eastern foods to South Africa. 


South African Fruit Curry is a mildly curried lamb mixture with apples, raisins, 


peanuts and orange peel. The finished dish is garnished with banana slices and served 
over hot cooked rice.

USDA proposal limits 
use of 'pure' labeling 


A proposal to prohibit use of the terms 


"all," "pure" and "100 per cent" on la- 
bels of meat and poultry products con- 
taining more than one ingredient has 
been made by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA). 


The new proposal stems from a recent 


court order against the use of these 
terms on frankfurter labels, according to 
USDA officials. The term "all" in the 
court's opinion means "wholly, com- 
pletely exclusively and solely." Since 
most processed meat and poultry prod- 
ucts 
contain 
seasoning 
and 
curing 


agents, they do not comply with the 
court's interpretation of the descriptive 
term, said the officials, 


In the past, USDA has approved labels 


for products such as "pure pork saus- 
age." "pure pot* luncheon meat," "all 
beef salami," "all white meat turkey 
roll" and others in which small amounts 
of seasoning or curing ingredients, or 
both, are included In the formula. 


The use of the terms "pure" or "all" 


would be prohibited under the new pro- 
posal for product containing two or more 
ingredients. The proposal does not apply 
in the case of lard if the product contains 
only pork fat. However, if a chemical 
preservative is added, the product name 
"pure pork lard" cannot be used.

Hie in- 
gredients are mixed together in. one 
bowl, beaten for a few minutes, then 
baked. An appealing flavor contrast is 
the creme de methe icing Anita uses to 
frost the cake. 


This cook even simplified an old Ger- 


man beef roll-up recipe. She uses a 
whole round steak, coats it with mustard 
and bakes it with dill pickles and bacon 
strips. There is no heed to brown the' 
steak first as It will brown during the 
baking. The steak becomes flavorful and..' 
fork-tender and a savory light gravy 8e-'\; 
velops that is especially good served with ' 
mashed potatoes, she said. Anita recom- 
mends accompanying it with a mild 
vegetable such as green beans or carrot 
sticks and suggests a pudding for des- 
sert. 


A favorite of her sons, John, 11, Ron, 


10, and Carl, 5, is Anise Cookies, made 
by a hundred-year-old recipe. Because' 
the cookies contain eight eggs, they are 
q u i t e nutritious. Anita occasionally 
served them for breakfast when her boys 
were little — an appetizing way to get 
them to eat eggs! Now they relish the 
cookies as an after-school snack. 


Because there is no shortening in this 


recipe, they are also good for an upset 
stomach with a cup of tea, according to 
Anita, there are only five ingredients; 
eggs, sugar, flour, baking powder 'and 
anise'seed. Other flavoring such as lem- 
on, vanilla, peppermint or almond ex- 
tract may be substituted for the Anise. 


An economy recipe suggested by Anita 


is for creamed t mackerel. She buys a 
pound can of mackerel for about 39 i 
cents, drains it and mixes it with a can 
of cream of mushroom soup., Heated, 
through, it is served over chow rhein 
noodles. The soup offsets most of'the 
strong mackerel flavor, according to Ani- 
ta; A vegetable is the only accom- 
paniment needed, and the recipe will 
servefour.

Spanish Vegetable Omelet

Americans usually confine their egg 


eating to breakfast — fried or scrambled 
— and to picnics — stuffed. Europeans 
are not much, on eggs for breakfast, but 
they do marvelous things with them for 
supper dishes. The omelet is an out- 
standing example. 


Spaniards make a delightful omelet 


they call a tortilla. Unlike the French 
omelet, which is folded or rolled, the tor- 
tilla is cooked on one side until browned 
on the bottom and completely set. Then 
it's turned out on a plate much as you 
would turn a cake layer out of its pan. 
To brown it on the other side, the omelet 
is slipped from the plate back into the 
skillet. A skillet with a non-stick coating 
is ideal for cooking omelets, but any 
well-seasoned skillet will do. 


Spanish omelets are not filled, nor are 


they usually served with a sauce. But all 
sorts of interesting ingredients are mixed 
with the eggs before they are poured into 
the skillet — potatoes, cooked and raw 
vegetables such as asparagus and spin- 
ach, chopped cooked meats and fish — 
the list is endless. This recipe is made 
with chopped tomato, green pepper and 
onion and sliced pirniento-stuffed green 
olives

Wipe pan dry with 
paper towels. Heat'l tablespoon butter in 
pan; add egg mixture and cook over low 
heat, running a spatula around edges oc- 
casionally to allow uncooked egg to go to 
bottom. When omelet is almost firm, 
loosen around edges and invert plate 
over top of pan. Turn omelet out onto 
plate. Clean out any bits that stick to pan 
and add a little additional butter. Dis- 
card any liquid from omelet Slide ome- 
let back into pan. Cook over low heat 
until lightly browned and invert onto 
serving plate in same manner as before. 
Garnish with olives and watercress. 
Makes four servings.

Clean off bits that may 
stick to skillet; add a little more butter if 
necessary and slide omelet back into 
pan. Cook until lightly browned. Garnish 
with whole pimiento-stuffed olives.

Lest one forget, a simple and delicious 


way to prepare chicken is oven roasting. 
One of the most simple is- this recipe 
which comes from the Royal Hotel in Co- 
penhagen, called Dafisk Hone a la Royal, 
or Danish Chicken Royal. 


To serve four, select a broiler-roaster 


of about four pounds in size. Wash chick- 
en and save neck and giblets for another 
purpose. Dry chicken and salt cavity 
generously and sprinkle with pepper. 


In a small pan melt three tablespoons 


butter and mix in three tablespoons 
coarsely chopped parsley. Stuff the roas- 
ter only with this mixture and fasten 
with skewers. 


Melt half stick butter in the bottom of 


a roasting pan to coat, then place chick- 
en breast up. Put Into a preheated 400 
degree oven and cook until breast is 
nicely browned (about 30 minutes). 


Make a baste of two tablespoons butter 


and two tablespoons dry white wine (or 
water) and baste frequently. When 
breast is browned, put a tent of foil over 
the bird awl reduce oven heat to 350 de- 
grees. Cook for another hour, basting of- 
ten. 


Remove chicken from pan when done 


and allow to rest 10 minutes befoie 
carving. Drain juices from cavity and 
mix with pan drippings for a very fine 
gravy.

Try growing your herbs indoors 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Even if you never use fresh herbs In 


cooking, their fragrance and beauty are 
reward enough for growing them in- 
doors. 


Basil, rosemary, thyme, chives, lemon 


balm and oregano are among the herbs 
that thrive indoors in a sunny window — 
preferably one that gets seven or eight 
hours of sun daily. Given enough humid- 
ity, they can winter over, although they 
grow more slowly during the cold months 
than in the summer. 


Unless you use an electric humidifier, 


keep the herb pots on a layer of pebbles 
in a tray filled with water to the top of 
the pebbles. 


Both garlic and shallots make good 


house plants. Like chives, their tops can 
be used to season any food in which gar- 
lic or onion flavor is appropriate. The 
tops have a milder flavor than the bulbs. 


Plant garlic and shallots as you would 


onions, root end down, about an inch 
apart and an inch deep In pots about 
eight inches deep. Keep the soil damp 
and the pots out of direct sunlight until 
green shoots appear. 


To substitute fresh herbs for dried ones 


in cooking, double the quantity, because 
flavor Is more concentrated in the dried 
variety. Always crush or chop fresh 
herbs first to release the oils that carry 
their flavor. To keep them from sticking 
to your chopping knife, chop the herbs 
with the salt called for in the recipe. 


Even herbs that are grown for appear- 


ance only should be pruned from time to 
time to encourage new growth and keep 
the shape attractive. 


Many herbs are perennials which re- 


seed themselves and come up each year. 
Basil, which is an annual, can have its 
life extended for two or three years if 
you pinch off buds as they appear. Even- 
tually, the plant grows scrawny and its 
fragrance and flavor diminish. 


FRESH GINGER ROOT, a basic fla- 


voring In Oriental cooking, makes a love- 
ly house plant, tall with long, slender 
leaves. Look for a piece of root that 
shows signs of sprouting. Break or cut it 
into pieces containing one or two sprouts 
each. Plant several in a six-inch pot with 
sprouts pointing downward and the thick 
root showing about halfway above the 
soil surface. 


Water thoroughly and set out of direct 


sunlight until green shoots appear. This 
can take from three weeks to a month 
The soil should be watered lightly every 
day so it remains damp but not soggy. 
After shoots appear, place pot in a sunny 
area and water only If the soil feels dry 


Protein-packed 
macaroni supper 


There are many people-who feel that 


pasta is filling but lacking in any nutri- 
tional value. However, macaroni, spa- 
ghetti and egg noodles do have substan- 
tial amounts of the essential vitamins 
plus some iron and needed carbohy- 
drates. Pasta also is a low-fat and low- 
sodium food (if you don't add gobs of 
butter and excessive salt when cooking 
it). A hearty One-pot Macaroni Supper 
becomes a complete protein meal when 
elbow macaroni, eggplant, hard-cooked 
eggs and Cheddar cheese are combined 
with seasonings.

Cook at 
a moderate temperature, turning occa- 
sionally, to desired degree of donenets. 
Season with salt and pepper after brown- 
ing, If desired.

696-unit project 
Developer, village to weigh 
plans for Sophie Link Farm

The DeBruler Co will meet with Buf- 


falo Grove officials next week to discuss 
plans for a 696-unit development on the 
Sophie Link Farm north of the village 


The development, to be called The 


Grove, is expected to add more than 
2.000 persons to the village population. 
The farm is northeast of Rte. 83 and Ar- 
lington Heights Road, 


Charles DeBruler said yesterday his 


firm plans to petition the village for an- 
nexation of the property in the near fu- 
ture. The developer will meet with the 
plan commission in a workshop session 
next Wednesday to present the plan and 
receive suggestions from the commis- 
sioners. 


After that, a public hearing will be 


convened by the plan commission before 
a recommendation is made to the village 
board. DeBruler predicts it will be early 
next fall before his company receives fi-

Winter's back... 
... and the snowplows and drivers 
are out there trying to cope with it 


Snowplow crews, replenished with 


a new supply of road salt, worked 
around the clock yesterday as anoth- 
er major snowfall blanketed the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Four to five inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up. When each 
Mow-removing cycle was completed 
another began. 


Another one to two inches of snow 


was predicted for the early hours to- 
day by the National Weather Service, 
which said the bulk of the storm 
would probably end some time today. 


SEVERAL AREA public works de- 


partments reported during the early 
hours of the latest storm that they 
were simply "staying even" with it. 
Some went out as early as 11 p.m. 
Tuesday night and plowed the streets 
three times as the snow continued to 
fall. 


Most of the activity was confined 


to major roads and intersections and 
secondary streets. In most cases, the 
early work of the plow and salt 
crews still failed to prevent a traffic 
snarl during the morning rush hour. 
Some crews used salt sparingly so as 
not to run out. 


"Traffic was pretty well tied up all 


over this morning," said Cook Coun- 
ty Highway Department Assistant 
Supt. Glenn Frederichj. "The roads 


were slippery, there's no question 
about it." The 22 county trucks be- 
gan plowing the streets at 3 a.m., ac- 
cording to Fredericns. Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread. 


In some instances, parked cars 


presented a problem to snow plowing 
equipment, according to Gene Will- 
roth, Arlington Heights Public Works 
director. He added Arlington Heights 
Police were enforcing the snow park- 
ing ban. 


THE SNOWFALL caused Hoffman 


Estates Public Works Supt. John 
Hossack to "borrow" several men 
from the village's water department 
and maintenance shop to man the 
(rucks in relief of regular crew mem- 
bers. 


Schaumburg Township's highway 


department had a predicament of 
their own, but got help from an out- 
side source. They 'are contracting the 
plowing of their 25 miles of roads be- 
cause the new truck they have on or- 
der has not been delivered. 


"Right now I'm contracting the 


plowing," said David I. Erickson, 
township highway commissioner. 
"Our salt supply is holding out very 
well since I don't have a truck to 
spread It." Erickson expects the 
equipment to arrive toon.

decision on whether it wants to deviate 
from the zoning that has been outlined in 
the master plan 


DeBruler said his company plans to 


meet with school and park district offi- 
cials to arrange for the donations called 
for in a village resolution. 


"We intend to comply with all estab- 


lished village ordinances and policies 
pertaining to school donations and open 
space for the park district," DeBruler 
said 


SINCE A SCHOOL SITE already has 


been donated on another nearby devel- 
opment, DeBruler said his company will 
make a cash donation to the schools. Vil- 
lage officials said yesterday the amount 
required under the resolution has not 
been figured out yet. 


The village board this week refused to 


annex two tracts in unincorporated Lake 
County that belonged to DeBruler. The 
land bordered the controversial Hank 
Farm development which was turned 
down because of inadequate school and 
park donations. 


According to DeBruler, additional do- 


nations were refused because the proj- 
ects already had approval from Lake 
County. This is not the case with the 
Link Farm, he added. 


The DeBruler Co. has an option to buy 


the Link Farm, but will do so only if 
annexation and the needed zoning is 
granted, he said. The company, De- 
Bruler said, has no interest in building 
the project under Lake County zoning. 


Once the project is started, it is ex- 


pected to take about four years to com- 
plete. It will consist of one, two, three, 
and four-bedroom units ranging in price 
from 125,000 for the smallest con- 
dominium to $50,000 for the larger town- 
houses and cluster-single-family homes. 
DeBruler said the cost estimates are not 
firm and could change.

Wheeling Building Director William 


Bieber has voluntarily removed himself 
from office by requesting a leave of ab- 
sence following his indictment last week 
by a federal grand jury. 


Village Mgr, George Passolt said he 


granted the leave of absence with pay 
yesterday "until such time as there has 
been a final determination of the pending 
litigation." 


Bieber is planning to plead innocent 


Friday to all of the 15 charges against 
him, according to his attorney, David 
Schippers. "Our current plans are to go 
right straight through with a full-blown 
trial," ScMppers said. "He has cate- 
gorically denied that he has done any- 
thing wrong." 


The building director's request follow- 


ed a telephone call from' village board 
members Monday night. During a closed- 
door meeting on the indictments, the 
board members phoned Bieber to ask if 
he would voluntarily remove himself 
from office, at least temporarily.

at Buffalo Grove High school, Dundee 
and Arlington Heights roads.

UNDER THE village's program, all 


residents are eligible for free blood, re- 
placement anywhere in the United States 
if 4 per cent of the population donates a 
pint of blood each year. 


The entire village is now covered, but 


continued donations are necessary to as- 
sure future eligibility. 


In addition to the village program, 


there is one for organizations, such as St. 
Mary's. It works the same way as the 
village program except that 20 per cent 
of the membership must donate each 
year in order for everyone in the group 
to be covered. 


Any donations made to an organization 


also are counted toward the village goal. 
Officials have said participation by local 
organizations is essential to the success 
of the village program. 


IF FOR SOME reason a village or or- 


ganization becomes ineligible, those who 
have donated and the members of their 
immediate families will still be given 
free blood replacement for as long as 
they need it. 


Donors must be between 18 and 65 


years old and weight at least 110 pounds. 
Persons who have had hepatitis are not 
eligible to donate." Persons can donate 
blood every eight weeks, to a maximum 
of five times a year.

James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 
ship Democratic Committeman and be- 
hind-the-scenes influence in village gov- 
ernment; Nicholas Phillips, a Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals employe and 
Stavros' cousin; Ira Colitz, a county zon- 
ing board member, and William Hart, a 
former village trustee. 


The six men are scheduled to be ar- 


raigned at 10 a.m. Friday, when they en- 
ter pleas to the charges against them. 
Attorneys for both Bieber and Stavros 
told the Herald yesterday their clients 
will plead innocent on all counts. 


Passolt said Bieber requested the 


leave of absence because the charges 
were causing difficulties in his job. "I 
received a letter from Mr. Bieber advis- 
ing me that in light of recent events and 
adverse public opinion, it is becoming in-' 
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creasingly difficult for him to perform 
the duties of his job in an efficient man- 
ner," he said.

Why schools 
were kept open 


The decision to keep Dist. 21 schools 


open during yesterday's heavy snows 
was not affected by the extended Christ- 
mas vacation that left the district with 
only one emergency day, according to 
Supt. Kenneth Gill 


Five emergency days are provided for 


in the school calendar. The Dist. 21 
school board voted to use two of those 
days to extend the Christmas vacation in 
January in an effort to conserve limited 
fuel supplies. One day was used earlier 
this year during a snow storm and anoth- 
er was used last Monday to conduct 
workshops for teachers. 


GILL SAID he received two calls from 


angry parents yesterday who claimed he 
did not close schools because he was 
a-fraid of using the remaining emergen- 
cy day. 


"That didn't affect my decision," Gill 


said. "My reports were that it wasn't 
that bad. Naturally, we don't want to use 
any more emergency days than neces- 
sary, but it wasn't a consideration. 


The emergency day still available is 


actually a day designated for teachers to 
prepare records at the end of May. The 
teachers have said, however, they will 
give up the day if an emergency closing 
becomes necessary. 


Gill said there is no chance that the 


regular school year will be extended be- 
cause of any future closings. 


BESIDES THE emergency day, the su- 


perintendent said the five-day Easter va- 
cation in April could be used to com- 
pensate days missed because of emer- 
gency closings 


Gill explained the procedure he goes

Inner tubes have left the trucks and- 


taken to the snow at' Fleetwing Farm 
Tubing Hill, 2700 W. Central Rd., Pala- 
tine. 


The 27-acre farm offers a different 


kind of winter sport, sliding down a 50- 
foot drop to a 400-foot sloping hill on a 
large, truck size inner tube. Les Bright, 
owner of the farm, provides .50 tubes for 
weekday evening and all-day weekend 
use, and an .electrically operated "rope 
pull"upthe'slope. ' 


Tubing is not recommended for chil- 


dren five years or younger.-All others 
can take to the slope for $1 after 6:30 
p.m. Mondays through Thursdays, and 
$1.50 
per hour after 10 a.m. Saturdays, 


Sundays, holidays and the days • before 
holidays. , 


The inner tubes are equipped with rub- 


ber seats and handles. They can't be 
steered, but they are safer than sleds, 
saucers or toboggans-because they are 
heavier and softer, Bright said. 


Like a ski slope, the tubing hill has 


sections graded by level of challenge. 
The far right side, facing down from the 
peak, is the easiest, most gentle slope, 
said Bright. The far left is more tricky, 
with a bump to'navigate. The center 
path has a large mound, and is the favor- 
ite of tube hill patrons, he added.

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Railroad right-of-way to be used for expansion 
City eyeing land purchase 
agreements for Superblock 


With plans for several major phases of 


the long-awaited DCS Plaines downtown 
redevelopment moving ahead, city offi- 
cials are now reviewing tentative land 
purchase agreements for land along the 
south side of Miner Street, 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said the draft 


agreement would involve the city, the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. and the 
architectural firm of Erickson and Ste- 
vens. 


The land, which is situated between 


Miner Street and the railroad right-of- 


way would be used for expansion of the 
proposed Ellin wood Street parking ga- 
rage. 


Dennis Stevens, an architect who has 


been a major proponent of the redevelop- 
ment said that the proposed agreement 
represents the first steps in continuing 
project. 


BESIDES THE GARAGE, Stevens said 


a 12-story office building would be con- 
structed above the parking facility. 


He estimated that construction on the 


garage expansion and office structure

Winter's back... 
... and the snowplows and drivers 
are out there trying to cope with it 


Snowplow crews, replenished with 


a new supply of road salt, worked 
around the clock yesterday as anoth- 
er major snowfall blanketed the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Four to five inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up. When each 
(now-removing cycle was completed 
another'began. 


Another one to two inches of snow 


was predicted for the early hours to- 
day by the National Weather Service, 
which said the bulk of the storm 
would probably end some time today. 


SEVERAL AREA public works de- 


partments reported during the early 
hours of the latest storm that they 
were simply "staying even" with it 
Some went out as early as 11 p.m. 
Tuesday night and plowed the streets 
three times as the snow continued to 
fall. 


Most of the activity was confined 


to major roads and intersections and 
secondary streets. In most cases, the 
early work of the plow and salt 
crews still failed to prevent a traffic 
snarl during the morning rush hour. 
Some crews used salt sparingly so a* 
not to run out. 


"Traffic was pretty wen tied up all 


over this morning," said Cook Coun- 
ty Highway Department Assistant 
Supt. Glenn Frederichs. "The roads 


were slippery, there's no question 
about it." The 22 county trucks be- 
gan plowing the streets at 3 a.m., ac- 
cording to Frederichs. Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread. 


In some instances, parked cars 


presented a problem to snow plowing 
equipment, according to Gene Will- 
roth, Arlington Heights Public Works 
director. He added Arlington Heights 
Police were enforcing the snow park- 
ing ban. 


THE SNOWFALL caused Hoffman 


Estates Public Works Supt. John 
Hossack to "borrow" several men 
from the village's water department 
and maintenance shop to man the 
trucks in relief of regular crew mem- 
bers. 


Schaumburg Township's highway 


department had a predicament of 
their own, but got help from an out' 
side source. They <are contracting the 
plowing of their 25 miles of roads be- 
cause the new truck they have on or- 
der has not been delivered. 


"Right now I'm contracting the 


plowing," said David I. Erickson, 
township 
highway 
commissioner. 


"Our salt supply is holding out very 
wen since I don't have a truck to 
spread it." Erickson expects the 
equipment to arrive soon. 


THE GASOLINE SHORTAGE in 


the area also is contributing to the 
difficulty in removing snow, «c-

The city paid about $70,000 for 
the land along Eliinwood Street, between 
Pearson and Lee streets, for the first 
phase of the parking garage. 


THE ADDITION TO the garage would 


extend the structure over the railroad 
right-of-way. 


Stevens also expalined that current 


plans for the structure on the north side 
of the railroad include plans for a mod- 
ernized train depot and bus and taxi fa- 
cilities. 


"With the depot, we will be able to con- 


nect the north side of the tracks with 
Supberblock without interference of the 
trains," Stevens said. 


Stevens noted that the plans represent 


recommendations which were outlined 
for redevelopment of downtown Des 
Plaines several years ago. 
; 


"We are showing that an old downtown 


is too valuable to throw away," he 
added. Stevens also indicated that the 
lessons developers learn in the redevel- 
opment of the city's central business dis- 
trict can be applied to other commu- 
nities. 


City officials ate hoping the surge of 


new developments, which include the $1.7 
million city hall building, will encourage 
other developers to look at the downtown 
area as a possible site for new facilities.

Police here want to hire 11 more men 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Both the police and 


fire departments requested additional 
personnel this year during budget hear- 
ings. Police Chief Arthur Hlntz asked for 
nine new patrolmen, two detectives and 
a communications clerk; Fire Chief Don* 
aid Corey requested seven new fire- 
fighters and four alarm operators. 


Both chiefs reported serious manpower 


shortages when they appeared at budget 
hearings last week. The council's finance 
committee, however, allowed for sub- 
stantially smaller personnel Increases 
than requested by the departments in 
their proposed budgets. 


The fire department was allotted one 


firefighter and four alarm operators; the 
police department will be able to hire 
three patrolmen and a communications 
clerk. Another budget hearing will be 
held Tuesday.

Hearing on Oakton 
sites postponed 


The public bearing on possible sites for 


Oakton Community College, scheduled 
for last night, has been postponed until 
Feb. 14 because of the snowstorm. 


The 'hearing will be on the Oakton 


campus in Morton Grove at 7:30 p.m. for* 
the purpose of' providing a chance for 
members of the public to discuss the two 
sites proposed for the college. 


Hie sites under consideration are the 


present temporary campus on Oakton 
Street in Morton Grove and a site In 
unincorporated Maine Township between 
Central and Gotf roads along the Des 
Plaines-River. 


The Oakton board has said it win 


choose between the proposed sites at its 
Feb.» meeting. 


"It doesn't happen every day," he 


said, "but there are times when-we can't 
put the number of cars in the street that 
should be out there." 


Hintz told the Des Plaines city council, 


meeting as a committee of the whole 
during budget hearings last Thursday, 
that 11 new men and a communications 
clerk are necessary to supplement de- 
partmental manpower needs. 


The proposed city budget, however, al- 


lows for three new patrolmen and a com- 
munications clerk. 


IF 11 MEN were added to the force, he 


said, nine would be assigned to the patrol 
division currently at a strength of 51 
men, while two other men could be used 
for investigative duties in the detective 
and juvenile 'bureaus. 


The communications clerk -would free' 


another man for reassignment to patrol 
duties, Hintz said. 


"We've lost a lot of full-time police 


jobs using patrolmen on communications 
and desk jobs," he said. "The idea is to 
get them out on the street." 


Police answered more than 32,000 calls 


in 1973. Hintz said this is a substantial 
increase over the 1972 figure of 29,701 


HINTZ SAID police responded to 22,609 


service calls, during 1973, a figure that 
has been rising steadily lor the last sev- 
eral years. 


Police classify service calls as those 


involving reporting of stray animals, 
public falls, obscene telephone calls, sus- 
picious circumstances, 
lost or found 


property and family disputes. 


Figures show police answered 21,329 


such calls in 1972, an increase of 1,831 
over the 19,498 service calls responded to 
in 1971. 


Hintz said his manpower shortage is 


felt most on the third watch (shift 
from 


3 to 11 p.m. Statistics show that in 1970, 
'71 and '72 at least 47 per cent of all calls 
answered by Des Plaines Police in a 24- 
hour period were during the third watch. 


USUALLY, 10 men are assigned to pa- 


trol the city during those hours but ser- 
vice requests are sometimes so heavy, 
he said, "It may take a patrolman 40 
minutes or more to respond to a non- 
emergency call and I don't like that kind 
of backlog." 


To augment manpower during peak ac- 


tivity hours, Hintz said he sometimes 
holds men over from other shifts depend- 
ing on the workload buildup. 


The manpower situation has also 


caused vacation problems and forced 
postponement until September of a two- 
week period where one or two patrolmen 
would take "refresher courses" at local 
schools to "keep abreast of the times and 
laws," Hintz said. 


Additional manpower would not be a 


"cure-all" for the city's ever-growing 
crime rate but added additional patrol- 
men would be a factor in cutting down 
crime rate increases, he said. 
' 


He feels squads on what he called 


"preventive patrol" could be somewhat 
of a deterrent to crime, though not a to- 
tal solution to crime in Des Plaines. 


Police workloads, especially service 


calls will continue to grow according to 
Hintz who said, "This city is a hub of 
transportation. People who are coming 
and going all the time and where vol- 
umes like this increase, service calls go 
up." 


HE EXPECTS city patrolmen to be 


even busier when the proposed Rosemont 
sports arena is built. "People are more 
mobile these days and that brings on our 
workload." 


"We need more manpower," said one 


lieutenant. "We either have to hire the 
number required by the chief or, as an' 
alternative, reduce some services to 
people or replace jobs police are doing 
now with civilian employes." Patrolmen 
now handle some record keeping and op- 
erate the communications desk from 
midnight until 7 a.m. 
More to come. 


One patrolman told the Herald; 


"There is obviously a shortage. A lot of 
men have resigned or been promoted and 
not been replaced. This should have been 
taken care of from year to year. We're 
short cars on too many days." 


Some city officials have contended that 


since Des Plaines' population has not in- 
creased in recent years, additional man- 
power might not be needed.

approving new personnel fearing a hike 
in the city's property tax. 


"The requests are high this year, much 


higher than in the past," said Aid. Rob- 
ert Hinde (4th), who heads the city coun- 
cil's finance committee. 


"We're not precluding their request, 


they are probably legitimate, but why 
proceed in leaps and bounds," he added. 


Hinde said he would rather see the al- 


location spread out over a period of sev- 
eral years so the requests can be met by 
adjustments in the proposed city budget 
instead of forcing a tax increase. 


HE ALSO MENTIONED police have a 


call-back system and said the depart- 
ment's 31-man reserve police force is 
"quite well trained." 


The department's reserve force is used 


largely for traffic control to supplement 
manpower for public events and on 'holi- 
days. Hintz said reserves can also be 
used during emergency situations and 
periodically assist on nights patrols. 


"They're qualified," said Hintz, "but 


not to do the total police job. They were 
never intended to take the place of a full- 
time policeman." 


Oakton College wrapup 
Ethical problems 
sent to attorney 


Members of the Oakton Community College Board of 


Trustees wrestled with two ethical problems Tuesday — and 
ended up sending them to their attorney for study. 


The board discussed proposed policies on conflict of interest 


and nepotism, which are included in policies on the operation 
of the board. The policies have been developed over a period 
of months by a board committee. 


The propsed policy on conflict of interest, presented to the 


board by Stephen Loska, policy committee chairman, would 
require a two-thirds vote of the board to make any purchase 
from a supplier in which any board member has a substantial 
interest. A substantial interest, under the policy, would be 
any interest except for that of a nonsalaried officer, landlord 
or tenant of the firm or minor stockholder (less than 3 per 
cent of the stock). 


BOARD MEMBER Ray Hartstein said he thought the pol- 


icy should prohibit a board member from voting on any pur- 
chase involving a company in which he has an interest. Other 
board members, however, said the board could not legally 
take the right to vote away from one of its members. 


The policy on nepotism would prohibit the hiring of the 


relative to any board member, but would not require a person 
to be fired if a relative was elected to the board after the 
person was hired. 


Board member Thomas Flynn and Hartstein both objected 


to the proposed policy. Flynn said, "You can't do it because 
you'd deny equal protection under the law to board members' 
relatives." 


Board members agreed that both Issues would be referred 


to the board attorney for study. The board never before has 
had formal written policies governing its operation. 


RTA referendum endorsed 


The Oakton Community College board has endorsed the 


March 19 referendum to create a Regional Transit Authority 
(RTA). 


The board took the action over the objections of Loska, who 


said, "I think it is highly improper for us as a board to come 
out for a particular referendum." 


Other board members, however, Agreed with Flynn, who 


introduced the endorsement resolution. Board member Vivice 
Medak said, "I feel the development of a college is vitally 
dependent on a public transportation system." 


The endorsement passed by voice vote, with no audible 


"no" votes.

David Hilquist, college business manager, said Tuesday he

Col- 
lege officials have expressed concern about the intersection, 
where a number of traffic accidents have occurred because of 
heavy traffic leaving the college and trying to cross Oakton 
Street. 


The college has offered to pay half the cost of the in-

State reconsidering ruling 
on Maryville Site usability 


T h e Illinois Capital Development 


Board is reconsidering its decision that 
the Maryville Academy grouns is un- 
suitable as a building site for the new 
Maryville School. 


An official from the ICDB called Dist. 


26 Supt. John Fridlund yesterday to re- 
late the information. The ICDB's deci- 
sion to "strongly reconsider" its earlier 
ruling is based on new information about 
soil conditions at the site on River Road 
near Gregory Street in Des Plaines. 


Soil borings taken by the Testing Ser- 


vices Corp. of Wheaton last month re- 
futed tests made earlier by the Allied 
Soil Mechanics Co. of Naperville as to 
the suitability of the land for building. 


The tests by Allied, which were used 


by the ICDB as a basis for its negative 
decision on the Maryville site, showed 
the land in the northwest section of the 
five-acre site to lie composed of eight to 
ten feet of cinderfill. 


TESTS MADE BY Testing Services in 


the southeast section of the site showed 
the land to be composed of one to six feet 
of cinderfill. 


The Wheaton firm concluded that the 


amount of fill in the southeast section of 
the land was not an unusual amount and 
would pose no reason to rule out con- 
struction on the site. 


Fridlund also said the district is con- 


ducting talks with the Chicago Arch- 
diocese, owners of the Maryville proper- 
ty, to determine if the site can be shifted 
about 150 feet to the east to put the five 
acres in an area of the least amount of 
fill. 


Attorneys for the district and the Arch- 


diocese are meeting to discuss the pro- 
posal. Fridlund said he had no idea when 
a determination on shifting the site 
would be made. He also said the ICDB 
spokesman gave no indication when the 
board would reach a decision on its re- 
consideration of the building suitability 
of the site.

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Complaints on commuter 
station spark dispute 


Complaints over the upkeep of the Chi- 


cago and North Western Ry.'s commuter 
station apparently have sparked a dis- 
pute between Mayor Herbert Behrel and 
the city's beautiflcatlon commission. 


The situation first surfaced Monday 


during the city council meeting. Behrel 
told Aid. Gerald Meyer (7th) that he ob- 
jected to the tone of a letter which was 
written by James Baker, chairman of the 
beautiflcatlon commission. 


The mayor said later he objected to 


the threat of a boycott against the rail- 
road, which Baker suggested as a pos- 
sible means of prompting a clean-up of 
Che station. 


"1 won't stand for that," Behrel said. 


He suggested to Meyer that they both 
meet with representatives from the rail- 
road in the near future to discuss the 
condition of the station. 


BAKER WAS NAMED last August to 


head the newly-created beautiflcation 
commission. 


Meyer agreed Monday that Baker's let- 


ter on the condition of the station "may 
have been worded too strongly." 


Behrel said the letter chiefly com- 


plained about the uncleanllness of the 
station. He said he has Instructed the 
city's health inspectors to make more 
frequent inspections of the facility to en- 
sure it meets all the city codes. Neither 
Baker nor Meyer were available for 
comment yesterday. 


Some have Interpreted the Incident as 


a new flare-up of the discord between 
Behrel and some recently-elected alder- 
men who have opposed the mayor both 
during last year's election and in a num- 
ber of programs since taking office. 


Baker, who was recommended to the 


beautiflcation commission by Meyer, was 
involved in the unsuccessful mayoral 
campaign for Aid. Spencer Chase (3rd) 
In 1969. Chase has also consistently op- 
posed projects such as the proposed Su- 
perblock which Behrel has heavily en- 
dorsed. 


BEHREL ALSO HAS been critical of 


the requests made of the Superblock de- 
velopment group by the city's environ- 
mental commission. 


Behrel said the commission has asked 


the developers of the retail and office fa- 
cility to supply an environmental impact 
statement so that the commission could 
determine what effect the structure will 
have on the environment. 


The mayor said he did not believe the 


facility would be a detriment to the envi- 
raiment and that he was uncertain as to 
what an Impact statement would reveal. 


"The builders already have to have 


permits from the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District and the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency. I don't see how much 
more inspection is needed," he said. 


Behrel emphasized that he Is not op- 


posed to efforts to beautify the> city or 
examine the city's environmental needs.

All aboard and hang on for the uphill slide. 


Inner tubes have left the trucks and 


taken to the snow at Fleetwing Farm 
Tubing Hill, 2700 W. Central Rd., Pala- 
tine, 


The 27-acre farm offers a different 


kind of winter sport, sliding down a 50- 
foot drop to a 400-foot sloping hill on a 
large, truck size inner tube. Les Bright, 
owner of the farm, provides 50 tubes for 
weekday evening and aE-day weekend 
use, and an electrically operated "rope 
pull" up the slope. 


Tubing is not recommended for chil- 


dren five years or younger. All others 
can take to the slope for ?1 after 6:30 
p.m. Mondayls through Thursdays, and 
$1.50 per hour after 10 a.m. Saturdays, 
Sundays, holidays and the days before 
holidays. 


The inner tubes are equipped with rub- 


ber seats and handles. They can't be 
steered, but they are safer than sleds, 
saucers or toboggans because they are 
heavier and softer, Bright said. 


Like a ski slope, the tubing hill has 


sections graded by level of challenge. 
The far right side, facing down from the 
peak, is the easiest, most gentle slope, 
said Bright. The far left is more tricky, 
with a bump to navigate. The center 
path has a large mound, and is the favor- 
ite of tube hill patrons, he added. 


The best technique is to shove off, lay- 


ing face down, and build a good speed 
over the mound to cruise the slope at a 
rapid pace. 


And the best snow for tubing is dry and 


well packed. The tubes slow to a stand- 
still on solid ice and drag in slushy snow.

Apollo Junior High School teachers: 
'Staff cuts hurt education quality9

Apollo Junior High School teachers re- 


peated parental concerns over teacher 
cutbacks and program changes in'dist. 
63 junior high schools saying the quality 
of education is "deteriorating." 


District residents and staff members 


aired their complaints about the junior 
high programs at Tuesday night's meet- 
ing of the East Maine Elementary school 
board. Teachers said that increased 
dally class 'loads 'and schedule changes 
had decreased individualized contact be- 
tween teacher and student. 


Controversy over the junior high pro- 


gram began last spring when the board 
cut 32 of 360 teaching positions in the 
district. Parents of junior high students 
later Charged that teacher cutbacks 
forced the schools into new structures 
that eliminate team teaching and individ- 
ualized 'attention for students. 


According to an Apollo staff survey, 


Apotlo teachers indicated that a lack of 
planning time and increased student load 
h a m p e r e d personalized relationships 
with each student. 


"THE PRESENT 
student-teacher 


schedules are very busy and hectic," 
Apollo teacher Rick Samuelson said. "It 
is very difficult to rearrange and balance 
schedules so a teacher can meet individ- 
ually with a student." 


Under the new junior Wgh program, 


most staff members teach six classes a 


day with a total daily student load of 150 
students. Last year, teachers had four 
classes a day and averaged 125 students 
daily. 
. 


Apollo science teacher Marty Abrams 


said there has been a breakdown in stu- 
dent-teacher relationships under the new 
schedule. 


"Last year, I knew all 300 of my stu- 


dents not only academically but person- 
ally. This year I can't do it 'because of 
•the schedule," he said. 


ABRAMS SAID he now devotes 'half his 


lunch time to working with students 
needing additional help. 


"I have no time to just sit down and 


say, 'Hey, how -are things going,' " he 
said. "I have no time to be a companion 
with any of my students." 


"I'left school last year with the highest 


feeling," he added. "Now I can't even 
think of a word for the way I feel — I 
was literally crushed." 


Mrs. i Ruth Berdick, a parent of an 


Apollo student, echoed teachers' state- 
ments about the lack of individualized at- 
tention for youngsters. 


"I FEEL VERY strongly that my 


daughter hasn't had the special contact 
she had last year," Mrs. Berdick said. 
"Children need a teacher that can take 
time during the day to see them individ- 
ually." 


Apollo principal James Lumb said that 


'the new program is "more flexible in 


some areas and more restrictive in oth- 
ers." He noted that each teaching team 
now has a reading specialist and that the 
fine and practical arts program has 
more variety. The school also introduced 
a student tutorial program for young- 
sters with special needs. , 


"We feel we're meeting the needs of 


some students better," Lumb said. "But 
the staff does have less time — it forces 
them to be more efficient and complete 
activities outside of school hours." 


Board member Larry Reiss said he 


hoped there "might possibly be some 
recommendations coming forth" as a re- 
sult of teacher and parent complaints. 


"Where 
there are 
some 
possibly 


deficient-areas, I would like to see rec- 
ommendations on changes 'that might be 
made," he said. 


REISS: SAID he had never favored 


teacher cutbacks at the junior 'high 
school level and that he felt the program 
is "not comparable" to last year's struc- 
ture. 


"I, for one, feel the program has de- 


teriorated this year," he said. "You can't 
reduce 'the main resources and expect to 
have the same kind of program.". 


The staff reductions were made at the 


schools "on the premise that we'll reduce 
the staff regardless," Reiss said. 


"It was not a financial matter — if we 


had unlimited resources, the staff would 
have been reduced and the money used 


in other areas," he said. 


Reiss added that concerns expressed at 


the meeting are "not a minority view." 
"I think the prime concern here is what 
the parents want — what they had in the 
past, they want in the future," he said. 


BOARD MEMBER William Allen said 


that while money wasn't a major con- 
cern it was a factor in the board's deci- 
sion to reduce the teaching staff. 


"We did have other needs besides 


teachers — we had major .areas where 
we needed to spend more .dollars," Allen 
said. "I don't think as a public school 
that we have the economy of time and 
money to do all we would like to do." 


Dist. 63 administrators and board 


members will hold a public information 
meeting on Apollo Junior High School at 
7:30 p.m. Wednesday in the school gym- 
nasium at 10100 Dee Road.

Roselle ties severed as village signs pact 
Itasca Meadows contracts 
for fire, ambulance service 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Itasca Meadows homeowners In unin- 


corporated Elk Grove Township have 
severed their fire protection and ambu- 
lance contracts with the Roselle Fire 
Protection District and now are 
con- 


tracted with Elk Grove Village. 


At Tuesday's Elk Grove Village board 


meeting, village officials decided to pro- 
vide immediate fire and ambulance pro- 
tection to the area at a prorated $31.50 
per homeowner contract fee from Febru- 
ary, to November. 


A village policy provides for fire and 


ambulance service to unincorporated 
nearby areas at a J42-a-year contract 
fee. Since 'the death of an Itasca Mead- 
ows woman Mrs. Jean Pettee Jan. 6, vil- 
lage officials have been pleading with 
Itasca Meadows homeowners to contract 
with Elk Grove Village for fire protection 
and ambulance service. 


The Pettee family lives just a few 


blocks away from the Elk Grove Village 
municipal complex, but like most of the 
other 40 homeowners In the subdivision,

Winter's back... 
... and the snowplows and drivers

Snowplow crews, replenished with 
• new supply of road salt, worked 
around the clock yesterday as anoth- 
er major snowfall blanketed the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Four to five inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up. When each 
snow-removing cycle was completed 
another began. 


Another one to two inches of snow 


was predicted for the early hours to- 
day by the National Weather Service, 
which said the bulk of the storm 
would probably end some time today. 


SEVERAL AREA public works de- 


partments reported during the early 
hours of the latest storm that they 
were simply "staying even" with it. 
Some went out as early as 11 p.m. 
Tuesday night and plowed the streets 
three times as the snow continued to 
fall. 


Most of the activity was confined 


to major roads and intersections and 
secondary streets. In most cases, the 
early work of the plow and salt 
crews still failed to prevent a traffic 
snarl during the morning rush hour. 
Some crews used salt sparingly so as 
not to run out. 


"Traffic was pretty well tied up aD 


over this morning," said Cook Coun- 
ty Highway Department Assistant 


Glenn Fredericbs. "The roads 


were slippery, there's no question 
about it." The 22 county trucks be- 
gan plowing the streets at 3 a.m., ac- 
cording to Frederichs. Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread. 


In some instances, parked cars 


presented a problem to snow plowing 
equipment, according to Gene Will- 
roth, Arlington Heights Public Works 
director. He added Arlington Heights 
Police were enforcing the snow park- 
ing ban. 


THE SNOWFALL caused Hoffmen 


Estates Public Works Supt. John 
Hossack to "borrow" several men 
from the village's water department 
and maintenance shop to man the 
trucks in relief of regular crew mem- 
bers. 


Schaumburg Township's highway 


department had a predicament of 
their own, but got help from an out- 
side source. They are contracting the 
plowing of their 25 miles of roads be- 
cause the new truck they have on or- 
der has not been delivered. 


"Right now I'm contracting the 


plowing," said David I. Erickson, 
township 
highway 
commissioner. 


"Our salt supply is holding out very 
well since I don't have a truck to 
spread it." Erickson expects the 
equipment to arrive soon. 


THE GASOLINE SHORTAGE in 


the area also is contributing to the 
difficulty in removing snow, ac-

contracted with Roselle instead of Elk 
Grove Village for fire protection. 


MORE THAN FOUR years of argu- 


ments over technicalities and contract 
prices were a thing of the past Tuesday 
as Ed Remus, attorney representing the 
Itasca Meadows Homeowners Associ- 
ation told village officials "we want to 
contract with you now." 


Remus said, "A lot of misunder- 


standing on both sides 'has ended now. 
We understand the village's viewpoint 
and they understand ours." 


Remus said, at a recent membership 


meeting residents voted to contract with 
the village. "However we still face the 
never-ending task of collecting payment 
from all of the homeowners in the area," 
Remus added. 


"Three of the 40 have consistently re- 


fused to pay for fire protection in the 
past and do so now," said Remus, He 
added that in two of the cases severe 
financial problems may be to blame. 


"They face a choice between food or 


fire protection," said Remus. 


REMUS TOLD VILLAGE officials the 


homeowners' association would have the 
fees collected and delivered to the Elk 
Grove Village offices in a few days. 


At present^ five homeowners from the 


Itasca Meadows area contract for Elk 
Grove Village service. "I will have the 
rest of the money in shortly," he said. 


The village officials and Remus ex- 


changed commendations for expedient 
action in the issue. 


Remus thanked the village trustees 


and president Charles Zettek for allowing 
the pro-rated 
contract fee. Trustee 


George Spees said the prorating was not 
allowed in the past because it would 
have led to late payment and given those 
who paid late a reduced rate. "This is a 
different situation and we can under- 
stand the pro-rating," he added. 


IN RELATED action the board ap- 


proved an ordinance that establishes a 
SSO-per-ambulance-call fee and $100-per- 
piece-of-fire-equipment dispatched fee, to 
unincorporated areas that do not con- 
tract for service. 


There still are some homes in unin- 


corporated areas that do not contract for 
service and we want to make sure they 
are covered, said President Zettek. 


Zettek said the village does not ever 


again want to be placed in the position of 
deciding if ambulance service should be 
denied or provided. 


In the past it was a village policy to 


give service to those in unincorporated 
areas without contract in a life-or-death 
situation only. 


After Mrs. Pet tee's death, the village 


passed an emergency policy that pro- 
vided the service to unincorporated 
areas on a serve-now-pay-latei basis.

Bieber voluntarily leaves Wheeling post 


Wheeling Building Director William 


Bieber has voluntarily removed himself 
from office by requesting a leave of ab- 
sence following his indictment last week 
by a federal grand jury. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


granted the leave of absence with pay 
yesterday "until such time as there has 
been a final determination of the pending 
litigation." 


Bieber Is planning to plead innocent 


Friday to all of the 15 charges against 
him, according to his attorney, David 
Schlppers. "Our current plans are to go 
right straight through with a full-blown 
trial," Schlppers said. "He has cate- 
gorically denied that he has done any- 
thing wrong." 


The building director's request follow- 


ed a telephone call from village board 
members Monday night. During a closed- 
door meeting on the indictments, the 
board members phoned Bieber to ask if 
he would voluntarily remove himself 
from office, at least temporarily. 


A SIMILAR CALL was made to Envi- 


ronmental Commission Chairman Mi- 
chael Valenza, a former trustee, who 
was also Indicted by the grand jury last 
week. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said yes- 


terday he still Is waiting for a reply from 
Valenza. He said he has not spoken to 
Valenza since Monday when the board 
asked the committee chairman seek a 
leave of absence. 


The Indictments resulted from a year- 


long Investigation into alleged shake- 
downs In Wheeling. Bieber was Indicted 
on 15 counts, including charges of ex- 
tortion, conspiracy, perjury and filing a 
false Income tax return. 


Valenza was indicted for extortion and 


conspiracy to commit extortion in con- 


nection with a delivery of more than 
$1,700 of furniture which he allegedly re- 
ceived as part of a shakedown of Wickes, 
Inc. 


ALSO INDICTED last 
week were 


James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 
ship Democratic Committeman and be- 
hind-the-scenes influence in village gov- 
ernment; Nicholas Phillips, a Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals employe and 
Stavros' cousin; Ira Colitz, a county zon- 
ing board member, and William Hart, a 
former village trustee. 


The six men are scheduled to be ar- 


raigned at 10 a.m. Friday, when they en- 
ter pleas to the charges against them. 
Attorneys for both Bieber and Stavros 
told the Herald yesterday their clients 
will plead innocent on all counts. 


Passolt said Bieber requested the 


leave of absence because the charges 
were causing difficulties in his job. "I 
received a letter from Mr. Bieber advis- 
ing me that in light of recent events and 
adverse public opinion, it is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult for him to perform 
the duties of his job in an efficient man- 
ner," he said. 


BIEBER WILL continue to draw his 


$21,500-a-year salary while on leave. 
Many of the building director's duties 
will be shifted to Passolt, while the build- 
ing department will continue its regular 
operations. 


"At the moment I'm going to be sign- 


ing building permits," Passolt said. "It 
will be business as usual. On the zoning,

Vote 'no' on RTA: officials 


Elk Grove Township officials urge residents to vote "no" on 


the formation of a Regional Transit Authority when the issue 
comes before voters March 19. 


The township board Tuesday adopted a resolution that 


states the RTA proposition "is unacceptable and does not 
provide adequate representation from areas outside that 
served by the CTA." 


The resolution states the enabling legislation provides no 


guarantee that any of the money raised through taxes will be 
spent to Improve transportation in areas outside of those 
served by the CTA. 


Township officials contend the legislation would allow the 


appointed board to issue bonds without a referendum. 


The resolution adds that a disproportionate share of the 


revenue raised will come from areas such as Elk Grove 
Township, not served by the CTA, while nearly 75 per cent of 
the revenue will be spent by the CTA. 


Township auditors said they are against RTA because near- 


ly 80 per cent of the tax money will go for administrative 
costs and operating deficits, making RTA a subsidy program 
rather than a program to improve transportation. 


The auditors also maintain 10 per cent of the money raised 


by taxation will be used for reduced fare proposals for which 
the General Assembly already appropriates nearly $19 million 
annually, and there is no provision to eliminate this dupli- 
cation. 


"Fuding provided is inadequate and will create a fantastic 


tax increase in the six-county area or bankrupt the system," 
the officials predict.

Inner tubes have left the trucks and 


taken to the snow at Fleetwing Farm 
Tubing Hill, 2700 W. Central Rd., Pala- 
tine. 


The 27-acre farm offers a different 


kind of winter sport, sliding down a 50- 
foot drop to a 400-foot sloping hill on a 
large, truck size inner tube. Les Bright, 
owner of the farm, provides 50 tubes for 
weekday evening and all-day weekend 
use, and an electrically operated "rope 
pull" up the slope. 


Tubing is not recommended for chil- 


dren five years or younger. All others 
can take to the slope for $1 after 6:30 
p.m. Mondays through Thursdays, and 
$1.50 per hour after 10 a.m. Saturdays, 
Sundays, holidays and the days before 
holidays. 


The inner tubes are equipped with rub- 


ber seats and handles. They can't be 
steered, but they are safer than sleds, 
saucers or toboggans because they are 
heavier and softer, Bright said. , 


Like a ski slope, the tubing hill has 


sections graded by level of challenge. 


" The far right side, facing down from the 


peak, is the easiest, most gentle slope, 
said Bright. The far left is more tricky, 
with a bump to navigate. The center 
path has a large mound, and is the favor- 
ite of tube hill patrons, he added. 


The best technique is to shove off, lay- 


ing face down, and build a good speed 
over the mound to cruise the slope at a 
rapid pace. 


And the best snow for tubing is dry and 


well packed. The tubes slow to a stand- 
still on solid ice and drag in slushy snow. 


All aboard and hang on for the uphill slide.

prevention plan for Palatine is expected 
to get under way soon. 


The Palatine Village Board will be con- 


sidering a proposal 
from 
Consoer, 


Townsend and Associates, the village's 
engineering consultants, to do a complete 
survey and study of the village's existing 
flooding problems on Monday. 


The engineering study would cost an 


estimated $20.000 to $25,000 and would In- 
clude proposed solutions to the flooding 


problems and cost estimates. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones has in- 


dicated he may favor bidding the project 
since there are other engineering firms 
in the area familiar with the village's 
flooding problems. 


Flood prevention has been listed as a 


major goal for 1974 by Jones.

Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread.

Bieber decides to leave 
building post - for now

Wheeling Building Director William 


Bieber has voluntarily removed himself 
from office by requesting a leave of ab- 
sence following his indictment last week 
by a federal grand jury. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


granted the leave of absence with pay 
yesterday "until such time as there has 
been a final determination of the pending 
litigation." 


Bieber is planning to plead innocent 


Friday to all of the 15 charges against 
him. according to his attorney, David 
Schlppers. "Our current plans are to go 
right straight through with a full-blown 
trial." Schippers said. "He has cate- 
gorically denied that he has done any- 
thing wrong." 


The building director's request follow- 


ed a telephone call from village board 
members Monday night. During a closed- 
door meeting on the indictments, the 
board members phoned Bieber to ask if 
he would voluntarily remove himself 
from office, at least temporarily. 


A SIMILAR CALL was made to Envi- 


ronmental Commission Chairman Mi- 
chael Valenza, a former trustee, who 
was also Indicted by the grand jury last 
week. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said yes- 


terday he still is waiting for a reply from 
Valenza. He said he has not spoken to 
Valenza since Monday when the board 
asked the committee chairman seek a 
leave of absence. 


The indictments resulted from a year- 


long investigation into alleged shake- 
downs In Wheeling. Bieber was indicted 
on 15 counts, Including charges of ex- 
tortion, conspiracy, perjury and filing a 
false Income tax return. 


Valenza was indicted for extortion and 


conspiracy to commit extortion in con- 
nection with a delivery of more than 
51,700 of furniture which he allegedly re- 
ceived as part of a shakedown of Wlckes, 
Inc.

District won't 
join film library 


The Education Committee of Palatine- 


Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 has decided not 
to participate in a film library sponsored 
by area school districts in the Northwest 
Educational Cooperative. 


A final decision will be made at the 


regular Feb. 13 school board meeting. 


The cooperative film library loans out 


educational films to participating dis- 
tricts, Cost for the next year for Dist. 15 
would have been $3,000, The library has 
over 400 films, but Assistant Superintend- 
ent for Instruction Marion Omiatek said 
Dist. 15 would use only about 250 of 
those. 


Since the beginning of the school year, 


the district has borrowed films only 300 
times, Omiatek said. The district's own 
film library, which has about 399 films, 
Is used much more often by district 
teachers. About 6,000 loans have been 
made to date. 


"We feel that this $3,000 can be more 


profitably spent In buying our own 
films," Omiatek said. 


James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 
ship Democratic Commltteman and be- 
hind-the-scenes influence In village gov- 
ernment; Nicholas Phillips, a Cook Coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals employe and 
Stavros' cousin; Ira Colitz, a county zon- 
ing board member, and William Hart, a 
former village trustee.

ing Meadows Dist. 15 summer school 
program were approved by the Educa- 
tion Committee and will be presented to 
the entire schol board at it's next regular 
meeting, Feb 13. 


The plans discussed Tuesday night are

IF ADEQUATE FUEL for busing is

Inner tubes have left the trucks and 


taken to the snow at Fleetwing Farm 
Tubing Hill, 2700 W. Central Rd., Pala- 
tine., 


The 27-acre farm offers a different 


kind of winter sport, sliding* down a 50- 
foot drop tp a ,400-foot sloping hill on a' 
large, truck size inner tube. Les Bright, 
owner of the farm, provides 50 tubes for 
weekday evening and all-day weekend 
use, and an electrically operated, "rope 
pull" up the slope. 


Tubing is not recommended for chil- 


dren five years or younger. All others 
can take to the slope' for $1 after 6:30 
p.m. Mondays through Thursdays, and 
$1-50 per hour after 10 a.m. Saturdays, 
Sundays, holidays, and the days before 
holidays. 


The inner tubes are equipped with rub- 


ber seats and handles. They can't be 
steered, but they are safer than sleds, 
saucers or toboggans because they are 
heavier and softer, Bright said. 


Like a ski slope, the tubing hill has 


sections graded by- level of challenge. 
The for right side, facing down from the 
peak, is the easiest, most gentle slope, 
said Bright. The far left is more tricky, 
with a .bump to navigate.

The parent committee's survey is part 


of an action program to persuade school 
officials to rid the district of what the 
committee considers to be sexist educa- 
tion materials. 


Committee members have already ap- 


pealed to the school board to adopt a for- 
mal policy that makes every effort to 
eliminate the use of. materials that re- 
flect discrimination and/or stereotyping 
of sex roles in the curriculum. The board 
has taken the suggested policy into con- 
sideration.

THE TEXTBOOK survey was con- 


ducted to substantiate the committee's 
claim that materials being used in the 
district are sexist. The committee has re- 
quested that the district make its own 


' formal survey. 


"This was an effort by parents who felt 


, a -need to explore discrimination in the 
schools," said Sandy Burrows, 2823 N. 
Dryden PI. "We did it because we're all 
most interested in the education of our 
children." 


The committee defines'sexism as "so- 


cial factors, pressures, placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations that define people according 
to their sex." 


The committee feels that all nine mate- 


rials reviewed in the survey are written 
in such a manner that they reinforce 
such sex stereotypes. 


The materials were judged individually 


and jointly by members of the committee 
to formulate group conclusions. All were 
evaluated with a uniform. set of guide- 
lines, intended to identify roles of char- 
acters to stories and illustrations.

the White House, 90 women came to 
Jamestown so that men without families 
could have wives, Harriet Beecher, Stowe 
wrote "Uncle Tom's Cabin," Clara Bar- 
ton founded the American Red Cross and 
Queen Isabella helped Christopher Co- 
lumbus gets ships to come to the new 
world." 


The committee also feels the textbooks 


and materials studied "not only reinforce 
sexism, but also limit girls' aspirations, 
lower self-esteem and stifle creativity." 


"From the simple text of the beginning 


reader to the sixth-grade math and sci- 
ence text, the activities of textbook boys 
and girls exemplify their personality 
traits," according to the report. 


"The girls, being passive, indecisive 


individuals, are seen standing or sitting

Cigarets blamed in 4 area fire deaths 


The last four fire deaths recorded by 


Mount Prospect firemen have all been 
attributed to probable misuse of smoking 
materials, The most recent fatality was 
Frances Tucker, 50, in her 290 N. West- 
gate Rd. apartment Tuesday night.

Four to five inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up.

the formation of a Regional Transit Authority when the issue 
comes before voters March 19. 


The township board Tuesday adopted a resolution that 


states the RTA proposition "is unacceptable and does not 
provide adequate representation from areas outside that 
served by the CTA." 
, 


The resolution states the enabling legislation provides no 


guarantee that any of the money raised through taxes will be 
spent to improve transportation In areas outside of those 
served by the CTA. 


Township officials contend the legislation would allow the 


appointed board to issue bonds without a referendum. 


The resolution adds that a disproportionate share of the 


revenue raised will come from areas such as Elk Grove 
Township, not served by the CTA, while nearly 75 per cent of 
the revenue will be spent by the CTA. 


Township auditors said they are against RTA because near- 


ly 80 per cent of the tax money will go for administrative 
costs and operating deficits, making RTA a subsidy program 
rather than a program to improve transportation. 


The auditors also maintain 10 per cent of the money raised 


by taxation will be used for reduced fare proposals for which 
the General Assembly already appropriates nearly $19 million 
annually, and there is no provision to eliminate this dupli- 
cation.

Summer 
school plans 
get initial OK 


Tentative plans for the Palatine-Roll- 


ing Meadows Dist. 15 summer school 
program were approved by the Educa- 
tion Committee and will be presented to 
the entire schol board at it's next regular 
meeting, Feb. 13. 


The plans discussed Tuesday night are 


very similar to plans of last year's sum- 
mer school, with two exceptions. Addi- 
tional industrial arts classes will be of- 
fered and there will be an added empha- 
sis on creativity In reading lessons. 


Ten centers for the program have been 


established. They are Palatine Hills, 
Plum Grove, Carl Sandburg, Winston 
Park, Jonas Salk, Hunting Ridge, Lin- 
coln, Paddock, Virginia Lake and Win- 
ston Churchill. 


Pay transportation will be provided if 


enough fuel is available. No fee has been 
established. 


IF ADEQUATE FUEL, for busing is 


not available this summer, an alterna- 
tive plan that spreads summer school 
classes through a larger number of 
schools will be put into effect. This plan 
will make it easier for youngsters to 
walk to school, according to Central 
Road School principal Robert Anderson, 
who Is coordinating the summer school 
program. 


Registration is slated to start April 3 


and continue through May 31. Cost is $5 
per child and a possible late registration 
fee of $5 is also being considered. Ex- 
ceptions will be made for families mov- 
ing into tlie district in the late spring 


Estimated expenditures for the sum- 


mer program add up to $135,080, an in- 
crease of $6,310 over last year's esti- 
mated figure. The increase is a result of 
increased costs, slightly higher salaries 
and an additional $3,000 for the purchase 
of materials to improve the reading pro- 
gram, Anderson said 


Estimated income for this year is 


$129,33850, leaving a possible $1,24950 
surplus that may be used for additional 
materials or salaries for more personnel.

Two schools face classroom remodeling 


The School Dist. 15 education com- 


mittee has approved a project to revamp 
classrooms in Virginia Lake School in 
Palatine and Jonas Salk School in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


District won't 
join film library 


The Education Committee of Palatine- 


Rolling Meadows Dist 15 has decided not 
to participate in a film library sponsored 
by area school districts in the Northwest 
Educational Cooperative 


A final decision will be made at the 


regular Feb. 13 school board meeting. 


The cooperative film library loans out 


educational films to participating dis- 
tricts. Cost for the next year for Dist. 15 
would have been $3,000 The library has 
over 400 films, but Assistant Superintend- 
ent for Instruction Marion Omiatek said 
Dist. 15 would use only about 250 of 
those. 


Since the beginning of the school year, 


the district has borrowed films only 300 
times, Omiatek said. The district's own 
film library, which has about 399 films, 
is used much more often by district 
teachers. About 6,000 loans have been 
made to date. 


"We feel that this $3,000 can be more 


profitably spent in buying our own 
films," Omiatek said. 


The renovations will turn approximately 


half the school's classrooms into double 
rooms This would allow several grade 
levels to be taught in a single classroom. 


Part I of the project, the removal of 


five walls at Virginia Lake and the re- 
moval of two walls at Jonas Salk, was 
completed last summer at a cost of ap- 
proximately $5,632. 


f 


Part II of the project, installing carpet- 


ing, has yet to be approved by the build- 
ing and grounds committee or the school 
board. The total cost of carpeting about 
two-thirds of the double classrooms will 
come to an estimated $8,855. 


Some children at Virginia Lake and 


Jonas Salk have been attending multiage 
classes — where students from several 


grade levels are grouped together — 
since last fall. 


Marion Omiatek, assistant superintend- 


ent for instruction, said the experiment 
apparently has been successful and that 
preliminary testing indicates youngsters 
in the multiage grouping are learning 
slightly faster than their counterparts in 
the regular classrooms. 


Omiatek said that teachers in both 


schools earlier had agreed to slightly 
larger classroom sizes in an attempt to 
save money for the purchase of carpet- 
ing and furniture 


Teachers in Virginia Lake and Jonas 


Salk School have more children than av- 
erage. Each double classroom has about 
65 youngsters, with two teachers and a 
teachers' aide.

Committee of Concerned Parents 


School Dist. 21. 


Children in Dist. 21 are reading text- 


books that fit this definition, says the 
committee of about 20 parents, after 
recently completing a preliminary sur- 
vey of a sraaple of nine textbooks, sup- 
plements and sets of study prints being 
used in the district. 


School Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Grove and portions . of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


The parent committee's survey is part 


of an action program to persuade school 
officials to rid the district of what the 
committee considers to be sexist educa- 
tion materials. 


.Committee members have already ap- 


pealed to the school board to adopt a for- 
mal policy that makes every effort to 
eliminate the use of materials that re- 
flect discrimination and/or stereotyping 
of sex roles in the curriculum.The board 
has taken the suggested policy into con- 
sideration. 


THE TEXTBOOK survey was con- 


ducted to substantiate the committee's 
claim that materials being used in the 
district are sexist. The committee has re- 
. quested that the district make its own 
r formal survey. 


"This was an effort by parents who felt 


a need to explore discrimination in the 
schools," said Sandy Burrows, 2823 N. 
Dryden PI. "We did it because we're all 
most interested in the education of our 
children." 


The committee defines sexism' as "so- 


cial factors, pressures placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations that define people according 
•to their sex." 


The committee feels that all nine mate- 


rials reviewed in the survey are written 
in such a manner that they reinforce 
.such sex stereotypes. 


The materials were judged individually 


and jointly by members of the committee 
to formulate group conclusions. All were 
evaluated with a uniform set of guide- 
lines, intended to identify roles of char- 
acters in stories and illustrations.

The textbook male is more multi-di- 
mensional than his female counterpart, 
he is provided with an almost impossible- 
to-achieve superboy—superman role 
model." 


THE COMMITTEE objects to the dis- 


crepancy, between the numbers of fe- 
males and males presented in both sto- 
ries and illustrations. The survey con- 
tends males outnumber females more 
than three to one. There is a great lack 
of active participation by females in all 
texts, adds the report. 


Of the women mentioned or pictured 


in the fifth-grade social studies text "You 
and the United States," the report says 
"Children learn that Mrs. John Adams 
hung her laundry in the East Room of 
the White House, 90 women came to 
Jamestown so that men without families 
could have wives, Harriet Beecher Stowe 
wrote "Uncle Tom's Cabin," Clara Bar- 
ton founded the American Red Cross and 
Queen Isabella helped Christopher Co- 
lumbus gets ships to come to the new 
world." 


The committee also feels the textbooks 


and materials studied "not only reinforce 
sexism, but also limit girls' aspirations, 
lower self-esteem and stifle creativity." 


"From the simple text of the beginning 


reader to the sixth-grade math and sci- 
ence text, the activities of textbook boys 
and girls exemplify their personality 
traits," according to the report. 


"The girls, being passive, indecisive 


individuals, are seen standing or sitting 
still, watching boys build, create or play 
games . . . boy protagonists virtually mo- 
nopolize traits like intelligence, creativ- 
ity, bravery, perseverance and in- 
dustry." 


THE REPORT stresses that results of 


the survey indicate the adults whom chil- 
dren see in their textbooks are as sex 
stereotyped as the children.

Winter's back... 
... and the snowplows and drivers 
are out there trying to cope with it 


Snowplow crews, replenished with 


a new supply of road salt, worked 
•round the clock yesterday as anoth- 
er major snowfall blanketed the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Four to five Inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up. When each 
•now-removing cycle was completed 
another began. 


Another one to two Inches of snow 


was predicted for the early hours to- 
day by the National Weather Service, 
which said the bulk of the storm 
would probably end some time today. 


SEVERAL AREA public works de- 


partment* reported during the early 
hours of the latest storm that they 
were simply "staying even" with it. 
Some went out as early as 11 p.m. 
Tuesday night and plowed the streets 
three times as the snow continued to 
fall. 


Most of the activity was confined 


to major roads and intersections and 
secondary streets. In most cases, the 
early work of the plow and salt 
crews still failed to prevent a traffic 
snarl during the morning rush hour. 
Some cram used salt sparingly so at 
not to run out. 


"Traffic was pretty well tied up all 


over this morning," said Cook Coun- 
ty Highway Department Assistant 
Supt. Glenn Frederlchs. "The roads 


were slippery, there's no question 
about it." The 22 county trucks be- 
gan plowing the streets at 3 a.m., ac- 
cording to Frederichs. Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread. 


In some Instances, parked cars 


presented a problem to snow plowing 
equipment, according to Gene Will- 
roth, Arlington Heights Public Works 
director. He added Arlington Heights 
Police were enforcing the snow park- 
ing ban.

59, 
Westbroofc School in DM. 57 and Park- 
view School in Dist. 26. No specific rec- 
ommendations were arrived at in any of 
the instances. 


At John Jay School,, near the Mount 


Shire subdivision at 1835 Pheasant Tr., 
cars sometimes pile up near the school 
entrance, often letting children out while 
double parked, according to Norma Mu- 
rauaids, 1826 Pheasant Tr. The problem 
is especially prevalent during periods of 
inclement weather, she said. 


THE SAFETY commission considered 


making one way, streets of Tamarack, 
Drive, Laverghe Drive and Pheasant 
Trail to head -off the "T" intersection 
near the front of the school which pre- 
sents a hazard to youngsters crossing the 
street. 


At Westbrook School, 105 S. BusseRd., 


the possibility of installing a student-acti- 
vated crossing signal was endorsed by 
the safety commission. The Cook County 
Highway Dept. has stated that a signal is 
warranted there, but has not authorized 
funds. 


At Parkview School, 805 Burning Bush 


la., several options were discussed, 
mainly in regard to atop signs. Cur- 
rently, traffic on Burning Bush stops for 
Boulder Drive,1 but 'at the next corner, 
traffic on Apache Lane stops for Burning 
Bush. School officials would prefer that a 
three-way etop.be instituted at Burning 
Bush and Boulder. 


IN TWO OTHER traffic matters, the 


safety commission decided. 


• To take traffic counts in the Pros- 


pect Gardens subdivision, where resi- 
dents have complained of increased traf- 
fic since Westgate Road now connects 
directly to the Mount Prospect Plaza 
shopping center. The residents have 
asked that stop signs be erected at Tha- 
yer Street and Stratton Lane, Thayer and 


Westgate, and Westgate and Ardyce 
Lane. 


• To question residents of the afeuth 


side of Palm Drive between Busse Road 
and Oakwood Dr., across from the Mount 
Shire Apartments, as to whether they 
would object to a prohibition on parking 
on the south side of the street Cars have 
been parking on both sides, causing traf- 
fic jams. 


No decision on suspended cops 


No decision has been handed down on 


the appeal by two Mount Prospect police- 
men of their brief November suspen- 
sions. 


Because of business commitments, the 


three members of the Board of Fire and 
Police Commissioners have had diffi- 
culties in meeting to discuss the case of 
Police Sgt. Gerald Glascock and Patrol- 
man Eugene Hooten. They were sus- 
pended after alleged "conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer" in a Nov. 14 incident at a 
downtown restaurant. 


Reportedly, the commissioners met 


once and reached a tentative decision.

A proposed rate increase by Citizens' Utility Co. may triple 


Elementary School Dist. 26's yearly water costs. 


The proposed increase, which will be discussed at a public 


hearing before the Illinois Commerce Commission on Feb. 19, 
was brought before the school board at its meeting Tuesday. 


Figures presented to the board showed the proposed in- 


creases for sewer and water rates would hike the district's 
water bill from last year's $3,900 to as much as $11,000 this 
year for the same amount of water. 


At River Trails Junior High School alone, the projected 


Increase could jump to as much as $2,800 from $510.92 last 
year and $3,360 this year. 


The board voted to send its attorney to represent Dist. 26 at 


the public hearing, scheduled for 10:30 a.m. at the State of 
Illinois Building in Chicago. The board also urged PTA presi- 
dents to have representatives from each school at the hearing 
to reinforce the district's opposition to the proposed rate 
hikes. 
Observer to Kenroy hearing 


The Dist. 26 School Board also agreed Tuesday to send a 


representative to the Mount Prospect Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals hearing at the village hall Feb. 21 when the proposed 
hlghme development of Rob Roy golf course will be dis- 
cussed. 


The proposed development is expected to house close to 


11.000 persons, More than 675 elementary aged school chil- 
dren are expected from the development to attend classes in 
Dist. 26, according to Kenroy statistics. 


Kenroy officials say the completed development will pro- 


vide the district with $1.277 million in additional taxes. The 
board, however, will study the matter and determine its own 
facts and figures on how the development will affect the dis- 
trict and present this to the zoning board. 
District center remodeling 


The Administration Center in Dist. 26 will undergo minor 


remodeling changes to enlarge the office of the curriculum 
director. The alterations, which will cost no more than $1,000, 
were approved by the school board Tuesday.

Effort to get 'talking books' for handicapped hits snag 


Another avenue seemingly has been 


closed to efforts by Mount Prospect's 
public librarian to obtain special tax-fun- 
ded library materials for a handicapped 
teenage girl. 


The girl, whose parents wish to remain 


anonymous, has been denied access to 
recorded books (known as "Talking 
Books") because by law she is unquali- 
fied for the federally-operated program. 


An investigation into the situation by 


Alphonse F. Trezza, director of the Illi- 
nois State Library, only confirmed the 
girl's lack of legal qualification as the 
girl can read conventional printed mate- 
rial. 


IN A SYMPATHETIC letter to head 


Mount Prospect librarian 
Mary Jo 


Mulchings, Trezza said the situation was 
"indeed distressing" but added only a 
change in the federal law would get the 
books for the girl. 


Mrs. Hutchings yesterday said such re- 


plies "miss the point." She said she fully 
realizes the girl doesn't qualify for the 
program but has said she should qualify 
and she has insisted from the beginning 
— last April — that what has to be done 
is to change the law. 


Letters to Congressmen have elicited 


opinions of sympathy but no offer to in- 
troduce an amendment to the current 
law. The law restricts use of the books to 
the blind or those with physical dis- 


abilities that prevent their using regular 
books. The Mount Prospect girl has a 
hearing defect and a speech problem. 


MRS. HUTCHINGS 
1 efforts at this time 


are aimed more toward would-be users 
than the teenage girl, who will enter col- 
lege soon. She said the opportunity to 
help this girl has about passed. 


The area outlet for the talking books is 


the Gail Borden Public Library in Elgin 
which has a total of 3,000 to 3,500 talking 
books. Mrs Hutchings has attacked the 
fact that most of those books are unused 
yet still remain unavailable. The li- 


brary's circulation figures show that no 
more than 700 books circulate in a 
month's time. 


Trezza pointed out another problem in 


his letter, however. "The number of talk- 
ing books available is irrelevant to the 
issue of who may use such materials. Be- 
fore a book can be recorded for us in the 
talking book program the Library of 
Congress must apply for and receive a 
copywright waiver from the copywright 
holder " 


The waivers, Trezza added, only per- 


mit the blind or physically handicapped 


to use such recorded books. 


"WE 'ARE URGING Mrs Hutchings to 


supply the girl with spoken word record- 
ings," Trezza added 


Mrs. Hutchings said such a solution 


was "not the answer to the problem by 
any means " She said the talking books 
are recorded at a slower speed which 
would help the girl comprehend the ma- 
terial and learn to speak. 


"That's really getting around the prob- 


lem very easy," Mrs. Hutchings said. 
"It's problem solving I would be be 
ashamed of." 


Citizens group to oppose school tax vote

198 apartment units 


Approval was given this week for construction of 198 apart- 


•ment units on an 8.9-acre former mushroom farm at the 
southwest corner of Elmhurst Road and Dempster Street. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board Tuesday night agreed to 


a change in the planned unit development proposed by Ken- 
roy Inc., Skokie for the site. The property had been zoned for 
multi-family use when it was annexed to the village in 1968, 
but development was delayed while the property was tied up 
in court. 


The board's approval came after a Hi-hour discussion, 


mainly on sewer and water service for the property. 


The project Involves 11 three-story buildings and with one- 


and two-bedroom units and 327 parking spaces. The buildings 
will take up 15.5 per cent of the property; streets and park- 
ing lots, 27 per cent; and open space. 57.5 per cent. 


Kenroy officials asserted that the village stands to gain 


$2,425 a year in taxes over what it costs to provide municipal 
services to the development. Dist. 59, which will take in an 
estimated 16 children from the development, will gain $22,000 
a year, and High School Dist. 214, which will take in four 
youngsters, will gain $29.600 a year, according to Kenroy. 


RTA mini-debate 


A mini-debate on pros and cons of the Regional Transit 


Authority bill took place at the board meeting when Lloyd R. 
Norrls. 200 1-Oka Ave., questioned the trustees' opposition to 
the RTA bill. Norm, director of the public safety division of 
the Chicago Assn. of Commerce and Industry, said it was 
"presumptuous on the part of the trustees to take a position" 
on a bill that has "no direct bearing on the government or 
administration of the village." 


Norrls listed responses to the 10 objections to the bill cited 


by the village. Among them: To a statement that opposi- 
tion from area state legislators was "almost solid" for the 
reasons presented by Rep. Eugene Schlickman, Norris said 
"the reasons were not factual." To a complaint that "none of 
the amendments suggested for the protection of the suburban 
areas were adopted," Norrls stated: "The general assembly 
can amend the bill between now and 1975." 


To the contention that collar counties would have "In- 


significant representation on the RTA board," Norris re- 
sponded that a one-man, one-vote rule would result in an 
unwieldy 63-member board. 


The trustees defended their opposition to the RTA bill, with 


Trustee E. F. Richardson stating, "We're not against a re- 
gional transportation authority. We're opposed to this bill as 
it is written." Trustee Patrick J. Link said he believes the 
RTA bill "would have an adverse effect on Mount Prospect" 
and suggested that if amendments are needed, they should be 
made before the bill is submitted to the voters in referendum. 
Mayor Robert D. Teichert said the bill will not create new 
modes of transportation, but will merely "undergird and un- 
derwrite all existing forms of transportation. There is a feel- 
ing that this RTA bill is like motherhood and the Hag," he 
added. "I disagree."

Inner tubes have left the trucks and 


taken to the snow at Fleetwing Farm 
Tubing Hill, 2700 W. Central Rd., Pala- 
tine. 


The 27-acre farm offers a different 


kind of winter sport, sliding down a 50- 
foot drop to a 400-foot sloping hill on a 
large, truck size inner tube. Les Bright, 
owner of the farm, provides 50 tubes for 
weekday evening and all-day weekend 
use, and an electrically operated "rope 
pull" up the slope. 


Tubing is not recommended for chil- 


dren five years or younger. All others 
can take to the slope for SI after 6:30 
p m Mondays through Thursdays, and 
$1.50 per hour after 10 a.m. Saturdays, 
Sundays, holidays and the days before 
holidays. 


The inner tubes are equipped with rub- 


ber seats and handles. They can't be 
steered, but they are safer than sleds, 
saucers or toboggans because they are 
heavier and softer, Bright said. 


Like a ski slope, the tubing hill has 


sections graded by level of challenge. 
The far right side, facing down from the 
peak, is the easiest, most gentle slope, 
said Bright. The far left is more tricky, 
with a bump to navigate. The center 
path has a large mound, and is the favor- 
ite of tube hill patrons, he added.

However, Hult and his committee 
members are trying to decide if the 
township shold have its own driver or 
continue to contract with Davidsmeyer 
for a driver on a 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. sched- 
ule. 


Hult said that the township expects to 


pay a person $3.50 an hour plus fringe 
benefits. The township now pays Da- 
vidsmeyer $4.50 per hour. "Perhaps we 
should stay with Davidsmeyer," said 
Hult.

Winter's back... 
... and the snowplows and drivers 
are out there trying to cope with it 


Snowplow crews, replenished with 


a new supply of road salt, worked 
around the clock yesterday as anoth- 
er major snowfall blanketed the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Four to five Inches of accumulation 


kept plowing equipment continually 
on the move as the snow — making 
driving a hazardous and harrowing 
experience — piled up. When each 
snow-removing cycle was completed 
another began. 


Another one to two Inches of snow 


was predicted for the early hours to- 
day by the National Weather Service, 
which said the bulk of the storm 
would probably end some time today. 


SEVERAL AREA public works de- 


partments reported during the early 
hours of the latest storm that they 
were simply "staying even" with it. 
Some went out as early as 11 p.m. 
Tuesday night and plowed the streets 
three times as the snow continued to 
fall. 


Most of the activity was confined 


to major roads and intersections and 
secondary streets. In most cases, the 
early work of the plow and salt 
crews still failed to prevent a traffic 
snarl during the morning rush hour. 
Some crews used salt sparingly so as 
not lo run out. 


"Traffic was pretty well tied up all 


over this morning," said Cook Coun- 
ty Highway Department Assistant 
Supt. Clem Frederlchs. "The roads 


were slippery, there's no question 
about it." The 22 county trucks be- 
gan plowing the streets at 3 a m., ac- 
cording to Frederichs. Where there 
was little snow, salt was spread. 


In some instances, parked cars 


presented a problem to snow plowing 
equipment, according to Gene Will- 
roth, Arlington Heights Public Works 
director. He added Arlington Heights 
Police were enforcing the snow park- 
ing ban.

THE SNOWFALL caused Hoffman 


Estates Public Works Supt. John 
Hossack to "borrow" several men 
from the village's water department 
and maintenance shop to man the 
trucks in relief of regular crew mem- 
bers. 


Schaumburg Township's highway

to increase the license fees, but beyond 
this if more money is needed, "it comes 
out of federal revenue sharing," he said 


More money may indeed be needed if 


the village board decides to fund some or 
all of the youth service programs that 
Hanson has recommended be dropped 
from next year's budget 


The Arlington Beautification Council 


(ABC) has had its $19,000 request pruned 
to $9,000 in the proposed budget. ABC 
wanted to invest money m additional 
ground covering and shrubbery along the 
railroad embankment. 


"It's utterly ridiculous to plant more 


nursery stock and not be able to main- 
tain it," Hanson said, referring to the 
fact that the size of the public works de- 
partment would not be increased under 
the proposed budget. 


Part of this year's financial crisis is 


due to the fact that estimates for village 
revenue in 1974-75 are actually $240,000 
less than expected this year.

Editor's Note: What will Arlington 


Heights be like In the year 1990? Arllng- 
ton Heights officials are attempting to 
answer that question with the help of an 
economic planning firm. In this, the last 
in a series of stories on a report by the 
planners, The Herald examines areas of 
future growth and how they might best 
be developed.

A total of 838 acres of land lying Imme- 


diately north of Arlington Heights "pre- 
sents a tremendous opportunity for the 
community to expand its over-all area 
through annexation," Larry Smith & Co. 
has advised. 


The area, bounded by Dundee Road on 


the south, proposed 111. Rte. 53 on the 
west, Checker Road on the north and Al- 
rington Heights Road on the east, should 
be developed with a mixture of single 
and multi-family housing, the consultants 
report. 


"The only limitations on the alterna- 


tives are total multi-family development 
and extensive commercial development, 
such as a regional shopping center or 
major commercial office center. 


"As might be expected, neither of 


these possibilities are feasible from the 
standpoint of market support," they 
state 


LARRY SMITH recently completed an 


economic'master plan for the Village of 
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Arlington Heights. Included were special 
reports on the northern Buffalo Creek 
area, Arlington Heights and Rand roads. 


To hedge against commercial strip de- 


velopment along Dundee Road, the re- 
port recommends that 30 to 40 acres near 
Arlington Heights and Dundee roads be 
zoned for a shopping center. 


Along Rand Road, there are 613 acres 


of unincorporated land surrounded for 
miles to the north and south by the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


"The control and organization of this 


area's development is of vital impor- 
tance to the community," the report 
states. 


"When the retail space that is cur- 


rently under construction- or being pro- 
posed for the area is included, Rand 
Road represents the largest concentra- 
tion of retail facilities within the commu- 
nity " 


CONCENTRATED COMMERCIAL and 


multi-family development along the high- 
way is recommended in the report Rand 
Road should represent 30 per cent of the 
250 total acres of business recommended 
for Arlington Heights. However, the con- 
sultants see little opportunity that a re- 
gional shopping center will be built in the 
area. 


Along Arlington Heights Road, Larry 


Smith stresses the need to protect exist- 
ing residential neighborhoods as much as 
possible when the few remaining vacant 
properties are developed. 


"At the same time, traffic flow on Ar- 


lington Heights Road needs to be main- 
tained without additional congestion in 
order to facilitate north and south move- 
ment within the community, particularly 
to the central business district and other 
commercial areas," the report states. 


Both Rand and Arlington Heights roads 


have been the subject of more detailed 
studies prepared by the village planning 
department

Survey finds school texts are 'sexist'

"Textbooks and teaching materials are 


sexist If they omit the actions and 
achievements of all people, women and 
men, girls and boys, Jf they demean 
people by using patronizing language, or 
If they show people only In stereotyped 
roles with leas than the full range of hu- 
man Interests, traits and capabilities." 


Committee of Concerned Parents 


School Dlst. 21. 


Children in Dist. 21 are reading text- 


books that fit this definition, says the 
committee of about 20 parents, after 
recently completing a preliminary sur- 
vey of a smaple of nine textbooks, sup- 
plements and sets of study prints being 
used in the district. 


School Dlst. 21 serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


The parent committee's survey is part 


of an action program to persuade school 
officials to rid the district of what the 
committee considers to be sexist educa- 
tion materials. 


Committee members haw already ap- 


pealed to the school board to adopt a for- 
mal policy that makes every effort to 
eliminate the use of materials that re- 
flect discrimination and/or stereotyping 
of sex roles in the curriculum. The board 
has taken the suggested poh'cy into con- 
sideration. 


THE TEXTBOOK survey was con- 


ducted to substantiate the committee's 
claim that materials being used in the 
district are sexist. The committee has re- 
quested that the district make its own 
formal survey. 


"This was an effort by parents who felt 


a need to explore discrimination in the 
schools," sold Sandy Burrows, 2823 N. 
Dryden PI. "We did it because we're all 
most interested in the education of our 
children." 


The committee defines sexism as "so- 


cial factors, pressures placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations that define people according 
to their sex." 


The committee feels that all nine mate- 


rials reviewed in the survey are written 
in such a manner that they reinforce 
such sex stereotypes. 


The materials were judged individually 


and jointly by members of the committee 
to formulate group conclusions. All were 
evaluated with a uniform set of guide- 
lines, intended to identify roles of char- 
acters in stories and illustrations.

According to the committee's report, 


"In textbooks, the most frequently ac- 
ceptable roles offered to girls are those 
of passivity, dependence, incompetence, 
emotionalism and above all domesticity. 
The textbook male is more multi-di- 
mensional than his female counterpart, 
he is provided with an almost impossible- 
t o-a c h i e v e superboy—superman role 
model." 


THE COMMITTEE objects to the dis- 


crepancy between the numbers of fe- 
males and males presented in both sto- 
ries and illustrations. The survey con- 
tends males outnumber females more 
than three to one, There is a great lack 
of active participation by females in all 
texts, adds the report. 


Environment panel 
loses member Schlott

Of the women mentioned or pictured 


in the fifth-grade social studies text "You 
and the United States," the report says 
"Children learn that Mrs. John Adams 
hung her laundry in the East Room of 
the White House, 90 women came to 
Jamestown so that men without families 
could have wives, Harriet Beecher Stowe 
wrote "Uncle Tom's Cabin," Clara Bar- 
ton founded the American Red Cross and 
Queen Isabella helped Christopher Co- 
lumbus gets ships to come to the new 
world." 


The committee also feels the textbooks 


and materials studied "not only reinforce 
sexism, but also limit girls' aspirations, 
lower self-esteem and stifle creativity." 


"From the simple text of the beginning 


reader to the sixth-grade math and sci- 
ence text, the activities of textbook boys 
and girls exemplify their personality 
traits," according to the report. 


"The girls, being passive, indecisive 


Individuals, are seen standing or sitting 
still, watching boys build, create or play 
games ... boy protagonists virtually mo- 
nopolize traits tike intelligence, creativ- •

THE REPORT stresses that results of

dren see in their textbooks are as sex 
stereotyped as the children. 


"Women are seen either in the house, 


or in jobs traditionally acceptable for 
women — teacher, nurse, secretary, li- 
brarian or cook. Marriage and mother- 
hood are goals of the textbook female yet 
when she reaches these goals, she still 
possesses the textbook female person- 
a 111 y traits of passivity and in- 
competence. 


A count of the number of occupations 


of women in the materials studied re- 
vealed female workers in 20 professions. 
Men are portrayed in 102 different jobs. 


"Textbooks are not mirrors of reality," 


concludes the report. "They do not deal 
with the career choices children will be 
making Distortions of reality and rigid 
sex role stereotypes are very harmful 
and when they are presented to children 
at their most vulnerable and malleable 
stages of development, they can stifle the 
personality." 


All materials reviewed by the com- 


mittee are used in many other area 
school districts besides Dist. 21. The 
committee has emphasized that Dist. 21 
has been singled out for criticism only 
because their children are in local 
schools.
